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City 'celebrates 1 budget 



Months of hard work rewarded with 
promising operating budget, CIP

It was, fittingly, high noon in the Vir- 
ginia Beach City Council Chambers — a 
time for fireworks with the presentation 
of the one billion plus dollar operating 
budget and a higher six-year capital im- 
provement program. 

But for the staff it was a time for cele- 
bration. The budgets unveiled at a special 
council meeting Tuesday were the pro- 
duct of months, even years, of trying to 
figure out how to get everything done 
that needed to be done without raising 
taxes or getting the city in a hole. 

As City Manager James K. Spore said 
in his executive summary to the pro- 
posed resource management plan for the 
1999-2000 fiscal year, "There is much to 
celebrate in this plan. It may seem far- 
fetched to write of 'celebrating' a 

budget What is to be celebrated about 

the operating budget andCIP (capital im- 



provement program) is how your (City 
Council's) plans and decisions of the re- 
cent past are being brought to fruition 
and how the future seems to bode well 
for our community." 

E. Dean Block, director of manage- 
ment, described the budgets at the special 
meeting. 

During the upcoming fiscal year the 
city proposes to spend $1,068,603,358 in 
operating expenses or 5.57 percent more 
than the current $1,012,193,498 budget. 
Capital spending of $1,290,142,1 19 has 
been proposed for the six year capital 
program— 1999-2000 to 2004-2005, a 
16 percent increase in the current budget 
of $1,1 15,765,484. 

The picture wasn't quite so rosy after 
voters last November voted down both 
the school and library bond rcferendums. 
Until the general assembly came through 
with legislation that provides lottery 
funds for school construction and other

needs — $8 million a yoar for Virginia 
Beach, $59 million over six years, al- 
most the amount requested in the school 
referendum. 



This will make it possible for the 
schools to go ahead with the $132.5 mil- 
lion modernization program for 17 
schools. Other funds will come from 
charter bonds, the school system's ending 
fund balance, the reallocation from the 
school CD? and revenue policy funds to 
CIP. 

Another provision for the school sys- 
tem, $1.5 million for school technology, 
is still generating opposition from citi- 
zens. The money earmarked for technolo- 
gy will come from a $6 a year per line 
fee charged telephone users for payment 
of right-of-way usage by the telephone 
companies. The feeling of the citizens is 
that the fee is a form of tax and more 
taxes were voted out in the referendums. 

The city also claims bragging rights to 
a water rate reduction — by 10 cents per 
1 ,000 gallons or about $7.20 per year for 
an average customer. 

The library modernization program also 
is rescued in the capital budget which 
provides an expenditure of $8,549,273 
over the first four years of the budget.

Perseverance 
pays off for 
wheelchair 
b-ball players

Joe Wheeler placed the trophy draped 
with a piece of basketball netting on lop 
of his entertainment center, thinking that 
one day he might put it in storage. 

Seconds later, he dismissed the idea. 

This was, after all, a national cfcampi- 
onship trophy, and Wheeler helped win 
it. 

The Virginia Beach man earned Most 
Valuable Player honors in leading the 
Sun Wheelers to its first National 
Wheelchair Basketball Association title 
at the University of Illinois-Chicago. 

The team, cqmprised entirely of 
wheelchair-bound athletes, defeated 
Spokane (Wash.) Cyclone 52-46 on Fri- 
day and the Charlotte (N.C.) Hornets 54- 
46 on Saturday to win the title, improv- 
ing on last year's loss in the champi- 
onship game. 

Wheeler, who was born with spina bi- 
fida, scored 13 points against Spokane.

Federal Judge David Adams probably 
never dreamed he would become royalty.

The coronation ceremony also included 
the naming of King Neptune's Royal 
Court. Tritons (the king's aides). 
princesses, court attendants and King's 
pages will work with the king and serve 
as goodwill ambassadors for the city at 
upcoming festival events. 

The Neptune Festival committee re- 



ceives several nominations for the new 
king and chooses one based upon excel- 
lence in his field, civic and community 
involvement, and for having an under- 
standing of the spirit of King Neptune. 

Adams, a former Triton, is a direct de- 
scendent of presidents John Adams and 
John Quincy Adams. He is surprised to 
be named the new king. 'There are so 
many well qualified people in the com- 
munity," he said. 

Nevertheless, Adams is pleased by the 
announcement. 

"It is an incredible honor, but it is also 
a daunting challenge," he noted. 

Adams was actually notified of his 
award in November and allowed time to 
organize and plan for his reign. However, 
his identity as (he new King was kept se- 
cret until the public coronation. 

'This whole thing has been more fun 
than you're allowed to have," he said. 



A full calendarof events is scheduled 
for the king. But the highlight of the Ki- 
ng's reign -will be presiding over the 
Neptune Festival, which has a $15 mil- 
lion impact on the city. The theme of 
this years festival is Neptune's Festival 
Brazil and will be held concludeon Nep- 
tune weekend, Sept. 24-26. 

Last year more than 900,000 people at- 
tended the festival, and this year atten- 
dance is expected to swell to over one 
million people. The Neptune Fesiival 
has been voted one of the top 1 00 festi- 
vals in the country, and has also been 
named one of the top 10 festivals on the 
East Coast. 

Events this year will includes a surf 
fishing contest, a wine tasting event, an 
art show, and the North American Sand 
Sculpting Championships.

Couple opens hearts to special kids

John and Laura West don't think 
they're doing anything extraordinary, 
but in the eyes of five small children 
they mean the world. 

Each night Laura, a former Chesa- 
peake sheriffs deputy, gets up every 
hour to check her small charges and 
assure that each one is sleeping 
soundly. 

Husband John, a Virginia Beach 
sheriffs deputy, is the critical support 
that Laura and the children need. He, 



too, has done his share of diapering, 
hugging and cuddling over the years. 

What's outstanding about this story is 
that the five tots aren't the Wesis' chil- 
dren, but they might as well be. They 
are foster children entrusted to the cou- 
ple's care. 

A strong Christian couple who attend 
Faith Alive Church of God in Chesa- 
peake, the Wests look at them all as 
God's children — each deserving of a 
parent's lender care. 

But these children haven't always 
had that. 



Three of the children are blind as a 
result of Shaken. Baby Syndrome. The 
oldest of these, a 2-year-old girl, must 
be fed through a feeding tube and has a 
life expectancy of just three years. 

As foster parents, the Wests also 
care for a healthy 8-month-old girl and 
a 4-year-old they affectionately call 
"Mimi," whom they are adopting. The 
little girl, blind at birth, was born 
healthy like all the others but dropped 
into a scalding tub by her birth parents. 

She has been with the couple since 
1 996. when she was 18 months old. 



Mimi's burns require constant tending, 
special dressings and frequent trips to 
Ohio for ongoing medical treatment. 

Few foster families take in special 
needs children such as these, bul the 
Wests didn't give it a second thought. 
In fact, they're campaigning to gel oth- 
ers to accept the challenge — or even 
to just become foster parents. 

There is a critical need locally fa- 
more families to open their hearts and 
homes to children in need.

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The smallest victims 

■ A mother has episodes during which she is 
verbally and physically abusive to her 
children. She wants to change. Her own 
childhood was spent in an alcoholic, abusive 
environment. She desperately wants help, 
including alternatives to the kind of life she is 
now leading. 

M Two adolescent children have been emo- 
tionally and sexually abused by their 
stepfather. He is in jail and the children are in 
counseling, but the mother feels that she is 
near the breaking point. 

af A caller asks about a friend who is a 
working mother and is stressed out because 
her 5-month-old won't sleep through the night. 
The friend fears that the mother will abuse the 
child because of stress. 

These calls to a child abuse and neglect 
hotline indicate that in many cases, child 
abuse can be prevented. Abusive parents are 
often ordinary people caught in life situations 
beyond their control. They may be struggling 
with stress caused by illness, financial 
problems, alcohol or drug abuse, or 
immaturity. They may have little information 
— or misinformation — about how children 
grow. 

It is the mission of Child Abuse Prevention 
Month to make the public aware of 
prevention efforts. Families under stress can 
be helped with information about child 
development and parenting, support from 
friends and relatives, and with the aid of the 
community at large. 

Child abuse and neglect continue to be 
major problems in Virginia. From July 1997 
through June 1998, 49,495 Virginia children 
were reported as possible victims of abuse in 
32,476 reports to city and county 
departments of Social Services. 

Of these, 6,567 were founded reports of 
child abuse/neglect and involved 9,816 
children. 

Even worse, 36 Virginia children died in 
1998 as a result of injuries attributable to 
abuse and neglect — 20 of which were in 
Hampton Roads. Twenty-six of these children 
were under age 2. 

Who were the perpetrators? 

In a large majority of these cases, the 
children suffered at the hands of family 
members — people they loved and should 
have been able to trust. 

The highest percentage — 37.1 — were 
mothers. Fathers were next at 24.8 percent. 
In 17.7 percent of the cases, the perpetrators 
were both parents. 

During April, Child Abuse Prevention Month, 
people are asked to wear blue ribbons as a 
symbol of the need to be their best as a 
parent, child or community member. 

The blue ribbon campaign has local roots. In 
1989, a Chesapeake grandmother created it 
as a memorial to her 3-year-old grandson who 
died after being abused by his mother's 
boyfriend. 

The grieving woman, Bonnie Finney, had 
this to say: 

"One day I was just thinking about all the 
bruises I had seen on the grandchildren, 
especially on my grandson's head. I just 
decided I was going to tie a blue ribbon on my 
van. Why blue? I intend never to forget the 
battered, bruised bodies of my grandchildren. 
Blue serves as a constant reminder to me to 
fight for protection of our children. " 

Since then, the blue ribbon campaign has 
spread across the country as a way to 
promote awareness of the problem. 

A slant has been created for the campaign 
that will promote positive action by 
individuals and communities. It takes 
advantage of the definition of the term blue 
ribbon as "best" or "first place." 

Area residents can also support child abuse 
prevention by dining out April 15 during the 
17th annual Celebrity Night to benefit the 
Hampton Roads Committee to Prevent Child 
Abuse. Local sports, political, entertainment 
and media personalities will be serving up 
good food and great times at severa. 
restaurants in Norfolk, Portsmouth, 
Chesapeake and Virginia Beach. Participating 
restaurants this year are Azalea Inn and La 
Galleria in Norfolk; Croc's, Federico's and II 
Giardino in Virginia Beach; Didio's in 
Porrtsmouth; and Pargo's in Chesapeake. 

In turn, tips and T-shirt sale proceeds will 
help this worthy cause. The goal for this year 
is $18,000, which will be used to protect 
children by providing programming, advocacy 
resources and public education. 

Tying on a blue ribbon and dining out are 
two of the easiest ways residents can make a 
difference in the fight against child abuse and 
neglect. Be sure to do both. — V.E.H.

In the past two weeks I have mar- 
veled at Mitch's accomplishments. 

Now that he's being spoonfed baby 
food, it's always an adventure. He 
has discovered several new "tastes," 
including sweet potatoes, potatoes, 
carrots, peas, green beans and ba- 
nanas. 

Being a "big boy," in fact, he will 
take the spoon from my hand and try 
to feed himself. 

**Wffen he settles down with his 
bottle, more than likely Mitch will 
eventually grip it himself — holding 
a full seven ounces up as he sucks it 
away. 

This past weekend my angel let 
loose a full belly laugh when gently 
bopped in the face with a balloon. 

And this week brought two new 
revelations: Mitch can sit up on his 
own by propping his two hands at the 
side (the doctor said this is called 
"tripodding") and he rolled over for 
the first time.

A fawn can be 
born and within moments stand on 
wobbly legs. A puppy can wiggle its 
way to its mother's teats for milk, 
even though blind. 

But human babies seemed so help- 
less, unable to do anything for them- 
selves. 

Boy, do they catch up! 

I know that Mitch will do plenty 
more things in the coming months 
that will continue to impress me. He' II 
crawl, then he'll pull himself up, then 
he'll finally take that first step and 
become a toddler. 

He'll learn to speak, drink from a 
cup and ultimately feed himself. 

As a mother, I will be amazed at his 
independence. But I will also long for 
the time when he relied on me for 
every little need. 

If only I could learn to accept this 
change. If only I could change so 
readily. 

I could learn a thing or two from 
my son. 



Falling in love with Shakespeare

The local movichouse's ticket 
office looks upon my appearance as 
an annual occasion much like the 
swallows returning to San Juan 
Capistrano each March. 

I'm not much a moviegoer, bul I 
usually get to one a year — after 
saving up enough lor a tub of but- 
tered com and a large coke. 

This year's annual public appear- 
ance was to attend "Shakespeare in 
Love," an absolutely marvelous 
movie — well-acted, fast-moving, 
witty, with fine scenery and cos- 
tumes — deserving Academy 
Award nominations. 

I haven't enjoyed a movie that 
much since "Field of Dreams" and, 
before it, "It's A Wonderful Life" 
(which, parenthetically, has its 
own web-site). 

"Shakespeare in Love" set me to 
thinking about what a wonderful 
life it would be to live in a world 
that loves and understands Shake- 
speare. Sadly, that isn't the case 
with our world. 

Lou Harry, writing in a current 
issue of "Gadfly," envies English- 
man J.C. Trewin's attendance since 
1922 of 85 different productions of 
Hamlet, and laments the lack of 
Shakespearean productions in the 
United States to attend. 

Outside of Washington and New 
York, only Ashland, Ore., and 
Montgomery, Ala., offer regular 
Shakespearean fare. 

Not only are Shakespeare produc- 
tions few and far between, Harry 
says, they are limited in their 
choices of plays, usually confined 
to Midsummer Night's Dream. 
When, really, was the last produc- 
tion of Pericles in Arkansas of 
Coriolanus in Mississippi? 

In the early 1950s a traveling 
troupe of Shakespearean players 
made the college circuit. Our high 
school class was loaded on school 
buses to go to Murray Stale to see 
Merchant of Venice,

We learned excitedly from it 
about social prejudices against the 
Jews and against women in profes- 
sions such as law, and when later 
lessons came from studying the 
Holocaust and from women's liber- 
ation spokeswomen, we were far 
more sensitive than we might have 
been had we not seen Shakespeare 
live and on stage. 

When we were required, as had 
been every English class in our 
high school for 50 years, to read 
Julius Caesar, we lucked out when 
a movie of the play was released at 
that same time, starring Marlon 
Brandon, Louis Calhern, James 
Mason, and others. 

We understood the play watching 
it better than from reading it. The 
slabbing of Calhern was every bit 
as gripping as the slaying of Janet 
Leigh in Hitchcock's "Psycho," 
and the lines when heard made us 
want to memorize whole speeches. 

With little Shakespeare available 
lo sec «n ihe stages of the South- 
land, we are reduced to reading 
Shakespeare's plays. 

Alas, they are not easy reading, 
scarely likely to awaken one's 
mind, and more likely — in read- 
ing them alone and silently — to 
put one to sleep. 

Shakespeare is best when seen as 
it was written lo be seen, not in 
books but upon stage. 

But in a consumer-sensitive mar- 
ket of epic movies and rock stars, 
would people actually go to see 
Shakespeare if it were available in 
a local playhouse? 

We have noticed that beautiful 
things often get cut out of the pub- 
lic view. When buildings are built 
and funds run short, the first thing 



to get cut is the ornamental horti- 
culture that should have framed 
their space. When rooms are fur- 
nished, the first thing to get cut is 
artwork for the walls. 

The same holds true for all the 
arts. They seem to most people, 
especially people consumed with 
working hard in order to be able to 
afford the goods a consumer-society 
must sell in order to have jobs to 
produce consumers, the fine arts 
get short shrift in funding or public 
interest. 

The great challenge facing 
democracy, Alexis de Tocqueville 
and James Fenimore Cooper noted 
rather early in the 19th century, 
was the tendency to reduce culture 
to a lowest common denominator. 

"Our weakest point," Cooper 
said, are "provincialism, with their 
train of narrow prejudices, and a 
disposition to set up mediocrity as 
perfection." 

Tocqueville, infatuated with 
democracy, nonetheless warned, "I 
do not believe there is a country in 
the work where there are so few ig- 
norant and so few learned individu- 
als. A middling standard is fixed in 
America on human knowledge." 

They ask — and we join in their 
questioning — what does it profit 
the nation to have such an ad- 
mirable spread of schools and to 
provide so many years of school- 
ing, and yet to graduate students 
into being citizens who have never 
heard an opera nor a symphony, 
never visited an art exhibit, never 
read Homer nor Dante, and never 
seen Shakespeare performed?

You may 
be wonder- 
ing what is a 
"family re- 
source col- 
lection?" 

These col- 
lections con- 
tain a variety 
of books and 
videos for 
parents, 
grandparents, child care providers and 
other people who work with or have 
an interest in children. Topics in- 
clude pregnancy and care of the new- 
born, child development, discipline, 
children's health, activities for chil- 
dren, children with special needs, 
reading readiness, school readiness, 
ADD/ADHD, conflict resolution, 
drug abuse prevention and raising 
teens. 

The name of these family resource 
collections is FRED, which stands 
for Families Reading Every Day. The 
FRED collections were established 
for the purpose of helping families to 
raise healthy children who start school 
ready to learn, who graduate from 
school, and who grow up to be suc- 
cessful, productive citizens. 

Many of you have visited the col- 
orfully decorated sections of our pub- 
lic libraries, hosted by a large yellow 
and green bookworm named FRED. 
These family resource collections 
have books, videos and audio tapes to 
help all kinds of families. Two-par- 
ent, single-father, single-mother, 
grandparent, teen parent and foster 
parent households And a wealth of 
information to assist them in raising 
healthy, confident, happy children. 
There are also plenty of materials on 
having "fun" with your kids, without 
spending a lot of money or time. 

In the public libraries, FRED is 
located near the picture books for 
young children to make it convenient 
for parents and other care givers to 
select FRED materials, while their 
children are selecting picture books. 
There are also manipulative toys 
nearby, such as fun sand table, to 
keep young ones busy while their 
parents are making their selections. 
If you do not find what you need, our 
trained library staff are available to 
help you. 

And there is no charge to borrow 
FRED materials. All you need is a 
Virginia Beach Public Library card, 
which you may obtain for free at the 



library by showing a picture identifi- 
cation and proof of address. 

In addition, the Kempsville and 
Windsor Woods Area Libraries have 
FREDcomputers, which may be used 
free of charge. These computers have 
software programs especially for the 
preschooler and early primary stu- 
dent to use with an adult. They are 
very popular with 'Tonka Search and 
Rescue" and "Arthur's Reading 
Race" software programs being used 
most frequently out of the 16 soft- 
ware selections. 

A unique FRED site opened Nov. 4 
at the Virginia Beach Department of 
Social Services. 

Like the other FRED collections, 
this one represents the collaborative 
efforts of the Virginia Beach Child 
Advocacy Network (VBCAN), the 
Department of Social Services, and 
the public library. This FRED site is 
different, however, in a number of 
ways. First, this collection is not open 
to the general public, but is available 
to social work staff and their clients. 
Mediation, Employment Services,

Protective Services, Fathers in Train- 
ing and Foster Care will now have a 
resource center to assist families to- 
ward effective parenting 

Materials in this FRED site were 
selected specifically for our most 
vulnerable populations — single par** 
ents, teen parents, families parent 
ADD and ADHD children, parents 
with difficult teens and families ex- 
periencing domestic violence. Cli- 
ents may take materials home, or 
work in the library with their social 
worker on specific parenting con- 
cerns. 

Raising a child isn't easy, but the 
the more you know about child de- 
velopment, the easier it is to give 
your child a foundation that will en- 
able them to do well in school. The 
FRED fami ly resource collections are 
here to help. 

Since none of our children come 
with a "how to" manual when they 
are born, FRED is a welcome assis- 
tant to all of us in Virginia Beach as 
we got about our "on the job" training 
to become the best parents we can be.

Up close and personal 
(Dr. %gbert 9{ash: 'Treating the whole person

Some would say Dr. Robert Nash is on the 
cutting edge of medicine. But much of what 
the Virginia Beach doctor practices has 
roots tracing back thousands of years. 

Offering traditional and non-traditional 
treatments, Nash is one of Hampton Roads' 
leading alternative medicine practitioners. 
Founder of the Creative Medical Institute, 
he stresses nutritional supplementation, the 
holistic approach, stress disease prevention 
and wellness promotion. 

Nash looks at treating the entire patient 
— mind, body and .soul. It's an approach 
fast gaining popularity across the country, 
as evidenced by the number of people 
spending their out-of-pocket dollars for alter- 
native medicine. 

"It turns out that in 1990, as it was pub- 
lished in 1993, 33 percent of Americans 
spent 21 percent of their out-of-pocket dol- 
lars on alternative medicines — chiroprac- 
tic and acupuncture, nutrition, vitamins and 
massage. In the Nov. 11, 1998 Journal of 
Medicine, it was updated that in 1997, 42 
percent of Americans spent 32 percent of 
their out-of-pocket dollars on alternative 
medicine," Nash said. 

"Since then there have been more 1998 
studies showing 50 percent of Americans 
are using it. The latest study out of Stanford 
showed 69 percent — now that's California, 
of course, so they're ahead of the East 
Coast. 

Alternative, sometimes called "comple- 
mentary" or "integrative," medicine has im- 
pacted physicians so much that it was the 
Journal of Medicine's number two interest 
area in 1998, a jump from number 68 the 
previous year. 

"Do you think there could be a correlation 
between the outflow of dollars from the tra- 
ditional medicine system," Nash wondered, 
"or do you think it's because they want to 
reinvestigate ancient healing arts such as 
acupuncture, chelation therapy, vitamins 
and herbs?" 

The first physician to address the Virginia 
State Board of Medicine on alternative 
treatments, Nash has developed his own 
definition of medicine. 

"I defined it as the art and science of pre- 
vention, diagnosing and treating disease, 
and the compassionate and ethical treat- 
ment of pain," he explained. 

"In our lifetime, we have overstressed the 
scientific diagnosis and treatment portions 
and have sorely neglected the preventative 
and wellness promotion with compassionate 
and ethical concern for our patients," he as- 
serted. 

"It's even getting worse now with the 
HMOs and cutbacks. The average time 
given a patient in the United States by a 
doctor is five to seven minutes. I can't even 
say 'hello' to a patient in five to seven min- 
utes." 

Nash's background gives him a unique 
outlook on the profession. 

Trained as an engineer before embarking 
on a medical career, Nash received a bach- 
elor's degree in engineering from the U.S. 
Naval Academy in 1959 and a subsequent 
master's degree in electronics engineering 
from Oklahoma State in 1964. 

At age 31, Nash "started over," embark- 
ing on a new career. He attended Upstate 
Medical School in Syracuse, N.Y., earning 
his doctorate in 1973. He completed an in- 
ternship in family practice at St. Joseph's 
Hospital in New York and a neurology resi- 
dency at Upstate Medical Center in 1976. 

In 1976, he came to Hampton Roads to 
open Beach Neurology. 

After working as a clinical instructor and 
neurologist for several years, he began the 
Creative Medical Institute in 1985. 
Why the career switch? 
Nash says he simply wanted to "give back 
in a different way." A voracious learner, 
medicine was the answer. 

Nash never viewed himself as breaking 
new ground, but that's what he is doing by 
introducing chelation, acupuncture and 
other therapies to clients. His frustration 
comes in that he wants other medical pro- 
fessionals — young doctors — to learn more 
about the integrated approach. 

"We're trying to get a wider knowledge to 
the public of medical options, most of 
which may not be paid for by insurance. But 
the way insurance goes, maybe that's a pos- 
itive option because the patient takes 
greater responsibility for their choices," he 
said. 

Nash is a life member of the National 
Registry of Who's Who. He is on the advi- 
sory board of Alternative Therapies (a peer 
review journal), the board of directors for 
the American College of Advancement in 




Medicine, and the board of directors of the 
American Board of Chelation Therapy. 



Nash will host a free lecture April 10 on 
chelation with guest speaker Dr. Frank Gru- 
ber addressing homeopathy. A question- and- 
answer session will follow.

"All wickedness is but little to 
the wickedness of a woman. ..It is 
not good to marry: What else is a 
woman but a foe to friendship, an 
unescapable punishment, a neces- 
sary evil, a natural temptation.. .an 
evil of nature, painted with fair 
colours," reads the "Malleus 
Maleficarum" a medieval text pub- 
lished in 1486 and accompanied by 
Pope Innocent VII' s papal bull 
which gave the text the highest 
church authority.

Weavers, lace makers, black- 
smiths and more could all be found 
at one place Saturday — the his- 
toric Francis Land House for the 
18th annual Gathering of the 
Guilds. 

"As far as I can find, it's the only 
guild gathering there is. It seems to 
be very unique. People have said 
this has never been done before. 
The sole purpose of this day is for 
the guilds to show the public that 
the old arts are being preserved," 
explained Vicki Harvey, Land 
House museum educator. 

Walking around in the old planta- 
tion house, built sometime be- 
tween 1780 and 1800, visitors felt 
they were no longer in the bustling 
20th century thanks to spinning 
wheels and plenty of folk art 
forms. Only the present day fash- 
ions worn by the visiting public 
brought everyone back to the pre- 
sent. 

Jerry Whitehurst from Pungo is a 
member of the Tidewater Turners. 

"We turn bowls, plates, candle- 
sticks, vases, etc. If we take a log 
or piece of wood, we can cut it 
down to fit on the lave. Once we 
get it on the lave, we can turn any 
shape we want, it to be," he ex- 
plained. 

"This art form is hundreds of 
years old. Long before there was 
power, they were able to turn 
things with a foot or a hand. We 
turn all kinds of wood from all 
over the world." 

Joy Eliassen, another of the mu- 
seum educators, pointed out, "Only 
2 percent of the population in that 
time in Princess Anne County 
could afford houses like this. 
That's why it's so important to 
have the guilds represent the crafts 
that were being made by the major- 
ity of the population at that time." 
The old peasant smocking art 
from Europe was represented by 
Barbara Kemp of the Seaside 
Smockers Chapter. There were var- 
ious smocking magazines, doll 
clothes, numerous children's dress- 
es. 

'The Seaside Smockers Chapter 
of the Smocking Art Guild of 
America's purpose is to further the 
appreciation of smocking arts and 
other associated hand work through 
education and association. 

"Our community service," she 
continued, "is 'Wee Care' begun in 
1984, where we make tiny 
smocked gowns for the Children's 
Hospital of the King's Daughters. 
These are for infants who don't sur- 
vive and parents use these as bury- 
ing gowns to keep as a remem- 
brance of the child." 

Smocking is pleating the materi- 
al on a special pleating machine 
and then we embroider different pat- 
terns on the pleats." 

In front of the old-fashioned fire- 
place, complete with black kettles, 
a waffle iron and toast trivets, sat 
Betty Haworth at her spinning 
wheel, an Ashford-Elizabelh model 
from Australia. 

"I don't do any weaving. I don't 
care for it," she explained in a 
voice as soft as the fleece she held 
in her hand. "I like soft, silky 
fleeces from Massachusetts called 
Border Leiceister Sheep. I don't 
have to work really hard to get it 
clean because the Northern Sheep 
spend the winter on the snow. 
About the time the snow melts, 
they get sheared. They don't have 
time to get matted up." 
A crowd of people were gathered 



around Bob Harvey, with his 
unique "homer" handiwork. He ex- 
plained the craft. 

"Horn was like an early plastic 
for a long, long time. It was used 
for just about everything from 
spoons to snuff boxes. The horns 
come from cows (after they've been 
slaughtered). The learning curve is 
real shallow. You can't go to a 
'how-to' book. That's where the 
guild comes in, 

"The horn is split," Harvey said, 
"then it is molded in heat. You 
open them up and flatten them. 
Then you can cut things out like a 
thread winder or mold things like 
spoons. They used to make horn 
books for kids to carry around for 
their music." 

The Tidewater Sampler Guild had 
an interesting display of samples 
— some framed, some in the 
works. Also there were reproduc- 
tions of samplers from 1600 to 
1800. 

Frances Grant explained, "The 
purpose of our guild is continuing 
education of historic samplers and 
needlework. Little girls were not 
educated as they arc today. Girls 
were taught domestic skills. They 
had to inventory their clothes and 
household linen. The original sam- 
plers taught the girls their alphabet 
and how to count. They originally 
were not put in frames, but on 
9x12 (width) strips." 

Baskets — all shapes, sizes and 
colors — were part of the High 
Country Basketry Guild, Tidewater 
Chapter. Debbie Gegner, donning 
tiny basket earrings and a "basket" 
sweatshirt, gave an enthusiastic de- 
scription of her guild. 

"We meet the first Sunday of the 
month at Larchmont Methodist 
Church at 2 p.m. We're a young 
guild — we've only been around 
for about four years. We have from 
40 to 45 members right now. We 
have guest people to come in from 
throughout the country to teach 
classes. We have our mini- 
convention in January in Newport 
News. People from northern Vir- 
► ginia come in and we probably 
have about 20 instructors. " 

The last stop was the Tidewater 
Knitting Guild and a visit with 
Linda Woodard: 

"Knitting is a lot of fun. You 
have to basic stitches — knit and 
purl. You can take two sticks and a 
piece of string and make some- 
thing. Our guild welcomes people 
of all levels. You don't have to be 
an expert. The variations in the 
yarn is what makes things interest- 
ing. Knitting is not as hard as it 
looks — it's really a simple craft. 
You can make anything from a 
baby blanket to a wedding dress."

City 'celebrates 1 budget

The funds will provide for the reno- 
vation and expansion at Central, 
Library. Great Neck, Windsor 
Woods and Kemps vi lie and would 
provide replacement facilities at 
Oceanfront and Bayside. 

Upgrades to the Creeds area li- 
brary are incorporated into the mod- 
ernization of Creeds elementary 
School. The Bayside facility is ex- 
pected to be a leased facility at a 
new locations.. The funds also will 
provide $250,000 to upgrade the 
books collection system- wide. 

Other budget highlights: 

■ The School Board request 
equals the revenue sharing policy 
amount of $199.3 million or about 
47.5 percent of the operating bud- 
get. Total spending for school op- 
erations, debt service and construc- 
tion amounts to 59.3 percent of the 
total proposed resource manage- 
ment plan for the upcoming year. 

■ School employees will receive 
salary increases of 3 percent in July 
and 1.5 percent in January; city em- 
ployees will receive 4.5 percent 
upon annual merit review. 

■ Three new schools will be 
opening — Cooke, Seatack and 
Newcastle. Block said that this 
would not have been possible if the 



city did not manage land use effec- 
tively. 

■ 15 police officers will be 
added 

■ Two new full-time housing 
inspector positions will be added to 
effectively respond to council's and 
citizens requests for service and to 
provide needed intensified inspec- 
tions in neighborhood revitaliza- 
tion areas. 

■ Included in the capital plans 
are a 90-bed juvenile detention fa- 
cility, a 500-bed correctional facili- 
ty, a new fire station for Sand- 
bridge and a new police station in 
Bayside (in the present Bayside Li- 
brary building). 

■ The city will continue to 
provide funds to preserve the right- 
of-way for the Southeastern Park- 
way and Greenbelt — the city is 
still hopeful about getting the sup- 
port of Chesapeake for the project. 
However, the city plans to direct 
other parkway funding to accelerate 
other projects. 

■ Community recreation centers 
renewals and replacements are in- 
cluded for the six community cen- 
ters — total project cost is 
$2,764,205. 

■ Norfolk Avenue Multipurpose 
Trail which includes a 10-foot-wide 
paved multipurpose trail, plantings 



and street crossing and access im- 
provements from Birdncck Road to

The Wests have been foster 
parenting for six years, drawing 
strength from each others and 
Laura's 14-year-old daughter. 

"It's kind of a strange story," 
said John. "We were faced with 
the fact, at that point, that we 
weren't going to be able to have 
kids of our own. We went to an 
evangelist at a crusade and he 
asked if we'd ever thought about 
foster care. We told him we 
hadn't, so we decided to go 
ahead ana get started." 

"We didn't know anything 
about it," added Laura. "We had 
to call and check it out." 

The Wests went through 
classes, receiving a child 
placement even before they had 
finished their training. 

"And we've been taking them 
as we could ever since," said 
John. 

The couple has offered a 
temporary home to 45 children in 
the past six years. 

"And now the Lord is blessing 
us with a child of our own after 
all these years," John smiled at 
his expectant wife. 

Mimi was the couple's first 
special needs child. They admit 
is was not easy deciding to 
embark on the care and treatment 
of someone so needy. Today 
Mimi is the joy of their life. 

"Her story is an article in 
itself," said John. 

Severely abused by her parents, 
the Wests embarked on Mimi's 
care knowing she would require 
skin grafts as she continued to 
grow. With the support of the 
Shriners, the couple traveled to 
Ohio and took in the little girl. 
They continue to travel to Ohio 
for the graft surgery. 

"She doesn't give up — she 
has the attitude and spirit," said 



John. 

The Wests have taken in many 
shaken babies over the years, 
plus foster children who just need 
a temporary home until they can 
be reunited with their families. 
They specialize in God's tiniest 
lambs, infants to age 4, but there 
is a critical need for foster homes 
for children of all ages. 

According to Laura, teens are 
especially difficult to place. 
Homes arc desperately needed 
for these young people. 

Despite some setbacks, such as 
the theft of their family van last 
year (they're now forced to 
squeeze into a small station 
wagon — wheelchairs and all), 
Laura remains optimistic about 
foster parenting. 

"Sometimes it's difficult to 
handle the challenges that come 
with being a foster parent, but we 
have a good support system. My 
husband and 1 both want to do our 
part for what is best for the 
children, and our daughter, 
Ashley is a big help. 

"Working together and 
supporting one another is what 
foster parenting is aboutabout — 
it's about partnerships between 
the foster parents, social service 
agencies and the birth parents." 

In an effort to raise awareness 
about foster parenting, 10 local 
social service agencies have 
united their resources to launch a 
regional recruitment campaign. 
Now in its third year, the 
Regional Foster Parents 
Recruitment Campaign carries 
the message "When Families 
Can't, Foster Parents Do." The 
Wests are spokespersons. 

"The need is here for foster 
parents — people just need to 
step up to the plate," John said.

Fathers In Training puts dads on track 



Graduation honors 
men's transition 
to role models

James Worsham's best gradua- 
tion day present came unwrapped. 

The Virginia Beach father of 
eight listened as his son, Michael, 
read a poem he wrote about their 
relationship to mark the elder Wor- 
sham's graduation from Fathers In 
Training (FIT). 

The program, sponsored by the 
Virginia Beach Department of So- 
cial Services, offers employment 
and education counseling while 
giving men skills in parenting, 
conflict resolution and anger man- 
agement in a supportive environ- 
ment. 

Participants met once a week for 
20 weeks, but program counselors 
were available 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week for any man 
who needed someone to talk to. 

Since the program began in 
1996, more than 400 men between 
the ages of 1 4 and 50 have walked 
through FIT'S doors, including the 
class that graduated last week at the 
Social Services building. 

"I feel very blessed, not only 
tonight, but every day of my life, 
because I was lucky enough that 
God chose me to be James Wor- 
sham's son," Michael told the audi- 
ence. "He has loved me through 
good times and bad, and stood 
beside me and behind me, always." 

Michael later turned and hugged 
his father, who seemed unprepared 
for the emotional gift from his 
son. 

"I'm really proud of my son 
Michael," James said. "I'm kind of 
speechless myself." 

Worsham received a certificate 
marking his participation in the 
program along with Virginia Beach 
residents Pablo Martinex, Wesley 
Waite, Terry Bruce, Craig A. 
Jones, John Carter, Larry Kelly, 
Kris Anderson and William 
McReynolds, and Norfolk's Marvin 
Hobbs. 

Bruce, 25, said he came to FIT in 
October after realizing that he was 
growing more and more frustrated 
wit i his children, 5-year-old Terry 
Jr. i nd 2-year-old Monique. 

Some men like Bruce volunteered 
for FJT, though others are referred 
there by the Department of Social 
Services, city court system, and 
other agencies dealing with child 
support issues and family-related

issues. Program officials won't say 
how many men are ordered by the 
court to take part in the classes. 

Applicants, though, must be a 
father or expectant father, and have 
no history of sexual misconduct in- 
volving children. 

"I had a quick temper," said 
Bruce, an Illinois native stationed 
with the Cinclant Fleet Compound 
in Norfolk. "Once my son got to 
be 3 or 4 years old, I'd tell him to 
do something, and he'd do what he 
wanted to do. My temper started to 
flare up. 

"After this class, I took a differ- 
ent approach talking to my kids 
and disciplining them," he said. "I 
try to understand them more." 

FIT sessions involved role play- 
ing in which participants were 
placed in confrontational situations 
similar to what they might face in 
the home. Later, the men were 
asked to discuss how they reacted. 

Teaching men to deal with their 
anger is what differentiates FIT 
from many family-oriented pro- 
grams in the Hampton Roads area 
and nationally because Fathers In 
Training specifically targets men. 

Program coordinator Brian S. 
Hawkins said he and his staff are 
trying to create self-sufficient fami- 
lies who no longer will have to 
look to the government for assis- 
tance, a goal outlined in President 
Bill Clinton's "wclfare-to-work" 
initiative. 

Traditionally, women and chil- 
dren have benefited from govern- 
ment programs like welfare, food 



stamps and Temporary Assistance 
For Needy Families, leaving men 
emotionally and financially disen- 
franchised, and contributing to the 
widely held view that federal aid 
has contributed to the destruction 
of low-income families. 

Hawkins said FIT probably 
wouldn't have survived 10 years 
ago because the public and legisla- 
tors simply weren't ready to accept 
the thought of a men's self-help 
program. 

Also, men weren't as willing to 
discuss their feelings as they are 
today. FIT encourages men to 
speak their minds while reminding 
them to withhold judgment on an- 
other man's experiences. 

"You have to create an atmo- 
sphere where men are comfortable," 
Hawkins said. "Men aren't normal- 
ly comfortable talking about per- 
sonal issues, like how they have 
difficulty communicating with 
their mother's children - we're talk- 
ing about deep stuff." 

That emphasis on changing 
men's behavior is what drew 
Michael J. Taylor to the program. 

The 43-year-old divorced father of 
three hopes to be a therapist after 
retiring from the U.S. Navy in 
September. He said he signed up 
for the FIT program to learn coun- 
seling skills and "because I have 
some issues, as they do." 

"I feel I got a taste of my own 
medicine," Taylor said. 

"Instead of being on the side of 
the fence where I facilitate, I'm in 
the position of being facilitated to. 



This is going to be absolutely in- 
valuable for young men in the mil- 
itary, because of a lot guys who 
come in already are fathers and in 
financial disarray. I can sec this has 
the makings of going nationwide." 
Whether than happens nationally 
or on the state level has yet to be 
determined, though the state is in- 
terested, according to Ron Clark; 
director of the Virginia Fatherhood 
Campaign. 

The campaign, part of the Vir- 
ginia Department of Health's child 
and adolescent division, tracks 
statistics relating to father ab- 
sences. For instance, Clark said j 
nearly 25 percent of Virginia 
households don't have fathers. 

FIT, with its emphasis on men 
taking responsibility for their chil- 
dren, could help change those fig- 
ures, but Clark said the program 
has to be "rigorously evaluated" be- 
fore legislators have their say. 

"We can see it works," Clark 
said. "We need to be able to prove 
it with numbers. What you want to 
look for is an increase in fathers 
providing financial support for 
their children, and an increase in fa- 
thers spending time with their 
kids." 

Hawkins can wail. As long as 
the city is willing to support FIT, 
there are more than enough men to 
fill the classes. 

"It's not a cure-all, but the men 
definitely have more tools than 
they had when they walked through 
that door of change," Hawkins said.

After putting up just four points in 
the first half of the championship, 
the point guard exploded for 2 1 to 
seal the win over Charlotte. 

Wheeler joined teammates Bob 
Petty and Jody Shiflett on the tour- 
nament First Team All-Stars, 
while Sun Wheelers' centerChuck 
Berry of Virginia Beach made the 
second team. 

The third time was the charm for 
Wheeler, who lost to the same 
Charlotte team as a member of the 
Richmond Rim Riders in the 1995 
national championship game and 
again last year. 

"It was a great feeling with a 
couple of minutes to go in the 
game, and here we were, up by 
eight points," Wheeler, 38, said. '1 
just knew we couldn't lose this. 
When the final buzzer went off, it 
was a wonderful feeling. I've never 
won anything like this before. 

'This was my 14th year, and to 
get to this level is a great feeling," 
he said. 

Each team member took home 
trophies and their team picture will 
be placed in the permanent collec- 
tion at the National Basketball Hall 
of Fame in Springfield, Mass. 

"It's in the books now for gener- 
ations to come," said Shiflett, who 
scored 10 points in the champi- 
onship game. "It's kind of nice to 
think of it that way." 

The Sun Wheelers have a lot to 
remember about the 1 998-99 sea- 
son. They ended with a 34-3 record, 
a number one national ranking for 
the first time in the team's history, 
and won the Southern Region title 
en route to the nationals. 

Shiflett, though, was the only 
player who had any basketball ex- 
perience before coming to the Sun 
Wheelers.

Berry changed his mind after 
joining the Sun Wheelers four 
years ago, primarily because 
wheelchair basketball can be as 
punishing as football. 

"To me, wheelchair basketball is 
the most energetic sport anyone 
with a disability can play," Berry 
said. "It is a contact sport." 

Players constantly collided anoth- 
er as they maneuvered the 17-pound 
aluminum chairs to get the best 
position underneath the basket and 
downcourt during the team's last 
practice session before the tourna- 
ment at the Bow Creek Recreation 
Center. Because league rules allow 
players to grab another chair in 
some cases, someone usually ends 
up on the gym floor. 

That happened three times last 
week, but everyone got back into 
their chairs with little difficulty. 

Play did stop momentarily when 
a player jerked back and hit Chesa- 
peake's Jeremy Demetris in the 
kneecap. A few minutes later, 
Demetris was on court again, hus- 
tling after another rebound. 

"It's not for everybody, because 
it's a physical game," said 
Demetris, a self-employed brick 
mason. "A lot of people who are 
disabled don't want to play a game 
this physical." 

Teammate George Holscher, also 
from Chesapeake, needed to build 
up his strength before he took to 
the court. 

"When I first started, ! couldn't 
even reach the basket from the foul 



line, and I used to shoot with two 
hands," said Holscher, 34, para- 
lyzed when the tractor trailer he 
was driving flipped over a guardrail 
in Chesterfield in 1990. "I was real 
tentative when I first started to 
play. It took a long time to get 
used to it." 

Holscher and company have 
come a long way. The Sun Wheel- 
ers play during halftime intermis- 
sion at Old Dominion University 
men's and women's basketball 
games, and conduct "mobility 
awareness classes," talking to 
young people at area schools about 
their disabilities. 

"We enjoy doing it because it re- 
minds people that our organization 
is out there," said Shiflett, a health 
care management major at Old Do- 
minion who lost full use of his 
legs six years ago in an Army 
parachuting mishap. "We're dis- 
abled, but we're not that bad off." 

While disabilities may have 
brought this team together, a 
wheelchair doesn't limit what it 
can do. 



That's especially true for Wheel- 
er, who works full time for the So- 
cial Security Administration and 
then comes home to coach peewee 
basketball andT-ball at the Arrow- 
head Point of View Recreation 
Center. 

"Just because you have a disabili- 
ty doesn't mean you have to be left 
out of what society has to offer," 
he said. "It doesn't matter if it's an 
able-bodied championship or a 
wheelchair championship. It's 
something special, and I'll always 
remember this weekend." 

The rest of the team is comprised 
of Russell Scott of Poquoson; and 
Anthony Russo and Mike Hill of 
Virginia Beach. 



The team is currently trying to 
raise money to pay for rings com- 
memorating their national cham- 
pionship.

Va. Beach reaps rewards 
of economic plan/vision

It took some time to line up all its 
chess pieces just right — as City Man- 
ager James K. Spore said, it takes a long 
time to make things happen — but the 
city's investment has started to pay off. 

During a report on Economic Develop- 
ment and Tourism Marketing in Virginia 
Beach Tuesday at a City Council brief- 
ing, all the news was good. The city ap- 
pears to be winning its game of eco- 
nomic development and tourism develop- 
ment. And teamwork, a big Investment 
and people made it possible, said Spore. 

Spore, Economic Development director 
Don Maxwell and Convention and 
Tourism Development Director James 
Ricketts, along with the city's advertis- 
ing agency, Barker, Campbell, Farley and 
Mansfield were ecstatic as they reported 
on the strides the city has made. 



Expansion Management Magazine 
named Virginia Beach among America's 
top hottest cities for business relocation 
and expansion. 

^Outlook Magazine placed Virginia 
Beach among the top 25 cities in the 
U.S. in which to live and conduct busi- 
ness. 

Money and Ladies Home Journal gave 
Hampton Roads and Virginia Beach lop 
marks among a blue chip list of best 
places to live. 

The term "record breaking" continued 
to resurface in relation to economic de- 
velopment and tourism. 

In 1998, more than $168 million was 
put into new capital investment in the 
city, which is twice as much as in the 
three previous years combined. 

More overnight visitors than ever be- 
fore — 2.7 million — spent more 
money than ever before — $568 million 



— in Virginia Beach tourism. 

And remember all that talk about mak- 
ing Virginia Beach a year-round destina- 
tion? It's getting there. 

Said Ricketts, the tourism growth dur- 
ing the year was based on the increase in 
visitors during the fall and spring of the 
year — Booked room nights increased 
dramatically September through May — 
September was up 7.7 percent, October 
up 11 percent and April up 18.8 percent. 
More than half of the 1998 visitors trav- 
eled to the beach between December and 
May. 

Maxwell said that every dollar of eco- 
nomic development incentive program 
grant money awarded yielded $42 in new 
capital investment — every $600 spent 
in grant funds resulted in one new full- 
time job. 

According to Maxwell, the city's 



investment in economic development is 
paying handsome returns. 

During the year 22 new companies lo- 
cated in the city and 28 businesses were 
expanded accounting for a total of 6,510 
new or retained jobs with an average 
salary of $42,500. The salary is the key, 
according to Maxwell. He said that "we 
know the types of businesses we're after 
and we're not afraid to say no." 

He said the city is getting its fair share 
of the good economic times. He said that 
70 percent of the business growth in 
Hampton Roads is in Virginia Beach but 
added, "What's good for Virginia Beach is 
also good for the region." 

As to why businesses choose Virginia 
Beach, Maxwell said that Geico chose to 
expand here because of the available 
workforce with a great work ethic and 
fast-track permitting and construction.

Spring's spell special to Flynn 



False Cape's most enthusiastic 
fan marks Mother Nature's return

When English poet Alfred Lord Ten- 
nyson wrote "In the spring a young 
man's fancy lightly turns to thoughts 
of love," he had Locksley Hall in 
mind rather than Virginia Beach's 
False Cape State Park. 

Tennyson wrote of "the curlew's 
call" and "hollow ocean ridges roaring 
into cataracts." 

For False Cape Flynn, Tennyson's 
vivid seashore imagery conjures up 
sparkling recollections of his seasonal 
adventures in one of Virginia's most 
unique state parks. 

While Flynn also relishes visiting 
False Cape State Park in the winter, 
fall and summer, there is something a 
little extraordinary in a visit in the 
early spring of the year. 

Clearly, Flynn loves False Cape in 
the spring. 

Like the giant Antaeus in Greek 
mythology, he draws his strength 
from Mother Earth — nature. As 
long as Antaeus had his feet on the 
ground in contact with his mother, he 
had superhuman strength; he was in- 
vincible. 

Antaeus fell victim to Hercules alter 
the hero discovered Anataeus' secret. 
Hercules simply lifted Antaeus from 
the ground until his power faded and 
easily strangled the helpless giant. 

Seeing Flynn roam through the park 
habitat gives one the impression that 
he draws energy from the place itself, 
and separating him from his beloved 
False Cape for an extended period 
would probably enfeeble his vivacious 
spirit. 

It certainly wouldn't be a welcome 
sight. 

While Flynn might survive without 



the park, he simply couldn't be con- 
tent without his weekly treks along its 
quiet trails. 

Simply put, without False Cape 
State Park, he wouldn't really be false 
Cape Flynn. 

No way. 

Spring at False Cape is extra special 
for him. Flynn is even more animated 
than normal. His energy level seems 
heightened, his gait is a step or two 
quicker, and his eyes dance behind his 
spectacles. 

The seasonal changes that most peo- 
ple simply take for granted tend to 
thrill him. 

"The change from the dormancy of 
winter to the regeneration of spring is 
a kind of rebirth for me," Flynn ac- 
knowledged. 

"It's early spring now, and within a 
couple of weeks you'll see the flowers 
of the wild cherries," he observed. "It 
impresses me every lime I see it. 

"A lot of the other trees are also 
going to be budding within the next 
few weeks, and you'll see an array of 
spring wildllowers," he added. 

"We didn't see too much of spring 
today. Maybe it was a little bit early," 
Flynn speculated. "But we saw buds 
just sprouting. 

"Pine trees flower just like every 
tree flowers. We saw those flowers 
coming out, and the pine cones just 
beginning to emerge." 

Just thinking about False Cape 
seems to accelerate Flynn's pulse, and 
keeping up with him after he actually 
sets foot on the park grounds is a lot 
like keeping up with a hyperactive kid 
— simply impossible. 

Like Tennyson, he is no stranger

Growth meets expectations, but 
what impact would war have?

Over the past three years E. Dean 
Block, director of management and the 
budget, has said that revenue growth will 
average 4 to 6 percent growth, "unless," 
he said, "there is a recession or a war." 

The forecast for the upcoming budget 
year is good, he said Tuesday at the first 
of a series of budget workshops — better 
than good because revenue growth is ex- 
pected to be 5.4 percent while the average 
over the past six-year period was 4.7 per- 
cent. 

But, said Councilman Louis R. Jones, 
"We might have a war. As I recall, De- 
sert Storm had an impact on the taxes." 

Block said that at that time, the city 
was expecting revenue growth to be as 
low as 1.2 percent, but that it was hard to 
separate what was due to the recession 
and what was due to the Gulf War. 

"If I had to hazard a guess," he said, "if

there is a massive deployment from here 
in the short run, (the city will realize) a 
$12-14 million revenue decline (in such 
items as the sales tax, business license 
lax personal property tax (nobody buys 
cars, real estate transfers, and so on)." 

Jones suggested that the city use some 
caution. 



Councilman Harold Heischober, an au- 
tomobile dealerduring the Gulf War, said 
that his company experienced a 10- 
percent sales decline. 

When the budget was put together. 
Block said, the staff did not know which 
direction the Balkan situation would take. 

Among the good signs. Block said, are 



the improved real estate market — as- 
sessments are higher and houses being 
built now are more expensive, and the 
steady lourism-related revenue growth. 

Also contributing to the good news are 
the lottery funds which will be used for 
the school modernization program — 
these funds are not in the proposed bud- 
get but go directly to the schools — and 
the house bill 599 funds — $9,7645,000 
for safety and corrections. Block said that 
it would be unwise and unnecessary to 
commit these funds, which will be used 
for one-time capital costs, to operating 
expenses, such as salaries. 

Discussion centered on the E-911 ser- 
vice. Councilwoman Barbara Henley said 
that she was not sure about the services 
the public receives for this tax which 
started at 45 cents a month per phone 
line. She said that citizens could be get-

The problem is that 
potential witnesses fear revealing their 
identities.

Line, witnesses can do 
the law., a favor and 
benefit from a cash 
reward, should tips 
lead to arrest, while 
maintaining anonym- 
ity. Rewards are paid 
to the tipsters from 
private donations to 
the program, never 
state or city funds. 

Success is proven. Over the years, Crime 
Line in Hampton Roads has resulted in the 
recovery of more than $24 million in stolen 
property and illegal drugs with a conviction 
rate of more than 97 percent of those 
arrested through Crime Line tips.

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Law helps small businesses with loans

the commonwealth of Virginia has 
served as a gateway of economic 
opportunity for the entire nation. 

Virginia's entrepreneurial spirit 
and abundance of natural resources 
have allowed families and small 
businesses to prosper here for cen- 
turies. That tradition continues 
today as we enter into a new centu- 
ry/ 

Virginia's small businesses are 

making a huge impact here and 
abroad. Not long ago, giant infor- 
mation technology companies such 
as America Online were small start 
up firms, struggling to succeed in 
the state and national marketplace. 

Today, America Online, Orbital 
Sciences, UUNcl, and many other 
former small businesses are known 
throughout the world and are ex- 
panding their facilities in Northern 
Virginia and all around the com- 
monwealth. 

I am proud to have taken an ac- 
tive role in keeping those com- 
panies here in the commonwealth 
as they have expanded. 

Nearly 100,00 businesses in the 
state have five or fewer employees. 
These workers are among the most 
dedicated and productive in the 
commonwealth, and I salute (heir 
significant contribution to Virgin- 
ia's growing economy. 

Small businesses play a vital 
role in Virginia's communities 
through the workers they employ 
and the leadership they provide. 

Many Virginia small businesses 
have expressed the need for a quali- 
ty workforce to fill new jobs. 
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When surveyed by the state chapter 
of the National Federation of Inde- 
pendent Business (NFTB), one-third 
of business owners stated that they 
were planning to hire one or more 
people during the next year.

The city of Virginia Beach Video 
Services Department has initiated a 
new messaging system that is airing 
around the clock on VBTV cable 
Channel 46

The 
system's 
core covers 
contact infor- 
mation for all 
city depart- 
ments and is 
arranged by

these areas there is information about 
the departments and divisions, what 
they do for you, the citizen, and how 
to reach them. 

Information was gathered from city 
departments, citizen requests and 
viewer surveys, to help determine 
what information was most desired 
by viewers.

Up close and personal 
Marcetta Martin: VoCunteer in 'Education

Marcel la Martin has made her mark on 
Kempsville Meadows Elementary School in 
more ways than one. 

Physically, her creative talents are dis- 
played on hallway walls. 

Intangibly, she puts smiles on the faces of 
the school's students and faculty and helps 
staff save valuable time with a number of 
tasks. 

More schools could use a Marcella Mart- 
in, a tireless volunteer who spends as much 
time donating her energies as she would at 
a paying job. 

A native Ohioan, Martin is Kempsville 
Meadows Elementary' s Volunteer in Educa- 
tion for the 1999-2000 school year. She'll be 
honored for her work April 22 during a city- 
wide recognition ceremony and again at the 
school on April 29. 

Volunteering comes naturally for Martin, 
who began when her now-20-year-old son 
was just a second grader. 

"We were living in the Hawaii at the 
time," said Martin, wife of a Marine, "and 
my son had started school. I didn't have any 
other kids so I decided I would help out at 
school." 

First Martin called the boy's school to' see 
if they needed her services. They said "yes" 
and she has been at it ever since. 

"I started by going three days a week, 
where I helped tutor the kids, correct papers 
or put up displays," she said. "It became a 
normal thing for me." 

Even when she was pregnant with her 
daughter, now 7, Martin kept at it. 

"It was fun for the kids because they 
would watch my stomach grow," she 
smiled. 

When the couple was transferred to a base 
in Japan, Martin returned to volunteering as 
when her daughter entered kindergarten. In 
fact, the school in Okinawa honored her as 
its Volunteer of the Year, an accolade not 
normally presented to a parent. 

The Martins were transferred again a cou- 
ple of years ago, this time to Virginia 
Beach. 

You can't keep a good woman down, es- 
pecially Martin, so she volunteered her ser- 
vices yet again. Kempsville Meadows Ele- 
mentary (which daughter Pamela attends) 
was eager to have her. 

"I didn't know how the school would feel 
about having a parent here all the time," 
Martin reminisced, "but last year I logged 
in 700 hours." 

Today Martin is a fixture at the school on 
Edwin Drive. She has already topped her 
volunteer time from last year, giving more 
than 1,135 hours. 

"I've only missed 15 days this year and 
that's because I was sick," she said. 

Martin has been at the school every day 
since the first day of school in September. 
She generally stays from 8:30 a.m. to 3 p.m. 
Because she doesn't drive, Martin usually 
walks the mile to school while her daughter 
rides the bus. 
Her spirit is indefatigable. 
"I always say that if it gets to the point 
where it's no fun, then I'll go and get put on 
the payroll," she smiled. "I have a very un- 
derstanding husband who said I didn't have 
to work if I didn't want to and that he would 
support me. So that's what I'm doing." 
A PTA board member, Martin is orga- 
r nizing the school's bicycle rodeo coming up 
later this month. In addition, she puts to- 
gether about 95 percent of the art displays 
around the school. 

Martin does much of the work at home 
handcrafting borders for boards and displays. 
She said her most creative moments come 
in the evening. 

She also helps the teachers and staff with 
copying and filing, tutoring two first graders 
and assisting in math classes. 

'They keep me busy, but I love it," said 
Martin. "Basically. I help out wherever it's 
needed. I tell you what — they make me 
sound like I walk on water!" 

Martin was overwhelmed at being named 
the Kempsville Meadows* Volunteer of the 
Year. It's an honor she never thought about 
earning. 

"But that's not why I do it," she ex- 
plained. "I like it because I love the kids. I 
like to see it when they show their parents 
their work and say, 'Hey, that's my picture 
up on the wall!'" 

Even when daughter Pamela transitions to 
junior high next year, Martin plans to keep 
on volunteering at her adopted school. 




"It's a good feeling to be here because the 
parents appreciate it," she said. "When I 
was absent in January for two weeks they 
sent me a card and called to check up on 
me. They don't treat me like a volunteer; 
they treat me as a friend. I'll keep doing this 
until it's no more fun." 

Martin's greatest desire is to see more 
parents take as strong an interest in their 
children's education by volunteering.

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Beach schools 
embark on self- 
assessment program 



The Virginia Beach school sys- 
tem will soon embark on a com- 
prehensive internal evaluation pro- 
gram called "control self- 
assessment" in the language of in- 
dustry. 

The self-assessment will have 
three objectives: 

■ To improve the operational ef- 
ficiency and effectiveness of the 
district's major processes; 

■ To improve the organizational 
structure of the district to achieve 
increased responsiveness and man- 
agement effectiveness; and 

■ To identify data and informa- 
tion requirements relevant to the 
development of a " comprehensive 
technology solution. 

According to Robert Sampieri, 
director of K-12 education for 
PricewaterhouseCoopers, Virginia 
Beach may be the first school sys- 
tem in the country to use control 
self-assessment on a voluntary 
basis. Sampieri, who will serve as 
a technical advisor to Virginia 
Beach schools for the start-up pro- 
cess, noted that typically his firm

is hired to conduct formal reviews 
when a school system is experienc- 
ing difficulties in identifying cost 
savings and/or better ways of pro- 
viding services. 

Sampieri recently led a perfor- 
mance review of the Philadelphia 
school district for the Pennsylvania 
House appropriations committee. 

"Virginia Beach is the only 
school district that I know of that 
has felt secure enough to initiate 
the process and to involve its staff 
members. I understand the school 
system is adhering to the Malcolm 
Baldrige continuous improvement 
process and this kind of self- 
examination falls right in line with 
that philosophy," says Sampieri. 

The self-assessment Virginia 
Beach-style will involve consul- 
tants, a community representative, 
the superintendent's Cabinet as the 
steering committee, and staff mem- 



bers working together. A commu- 
nity leader, Ken Palmer, will serve 
as chairman of the effort. Palmer is 
a retired managing partner for the 
Norfolk office of the international 
accounting firm PricewaterhouseC- 
oopers. In that capacity, his clients 
have included a number of munici- 
pal governments, such as Norfolk, 
Suffolk, Hampton, Newport News 
and Henrico County. 

Superintendent Dr. Timothy R. 
Jenney made the decision to move 
ahead with control self-assessment. 
"In the public sector it is often dif- 
ficult to reengineer because we are 
absent the pressure of a profit mo- 
tive. But efficiency and effective- 
ness must drive our management 
practices if we are to be truly re- 
sponsive to our clients and our 
community. In today's environ- 
ment, need always far outweighs 
available resources. If we are to 
maximize our resources, we must 
turn the same kind of attention to 
our bottom line that the private 
sector has been doing for hundreds 
of years," says Jenney, 

The next step will be for the cab- 
inet, the superintendent's leadership 
team, to identify major operational 
processes as pilot projects. The 
cabinet consists of the associate su- 
perintendent for curriculum and in- 
struction, the assistant superinten- 
dents for school administration, ac- 
countability and technology, ad- 
ministrative support services and 
media and communications devel- 
opment; and the chief financial of- 
ficer and executive assistants to the 
superintendent. 

Here is how the process will 
work. 

The cabinet will identify the op- 
erational units that will participate 
in the self-assessment project. A 
team of auditors, consisting of 
Palmer and identified staff mem- 
bers, will evaluate selected process- 
es that are critical to the departmen- 
t's mission. Liabilities and assets 
of the processes will be identified 
as will performance measurement 
standards and application schedules 
for each process. 

The team will help the depart- 
ment develop corrective actions 
that have a high probability of inV 
proving the service. Corrective ac- 
tion, for example, could include 
elimination of the work process, 
redistribution to other operational 
units, consolidation, redesign of 
the process, outsourcing or applica- 
tion of technological solutions. 

The team would assist the depart- 
ment in development of an imple- 
mentation schedule and identifica- 
tion of staff responsibilities.

was the original idea; then later I 
found out that it did have some 
significance because the average 
that the two keys that the piece are 
based around, is B flat." 

It took him a year and a half to 
finish composing of the piece. 
How did he know what all the 
instruments would sound like 
together? 

"Most of the time I was 
composing I had no access to 
music, like on the bus or in class 
or something like that. So 
sometimes when I invited my 
friends over, I had them play the 
certain instruments and then later, 
I'd put it on a computer program 
that plays the computer 
instruments," he explained.

I like the bassoon because 
it has the nicest sound and the 
greatest range; the piano because 
it's even easier, than the 
saxophone, except its not as 
expressive." 

But that's not all. 

"I wanted to try the trombone 
one time, but never got to do that." 

Barton wants to compose more 
pieces. 

"Definitely I was thinking of 
writing for this thing we're doing 
now, a solo ensemble where you 
are judged on performance." 

Even though he enjoys music, 
Barton is also busy with his school 
work. At Kemps Landing Magnet 
School, he takes Advanced Band, 
Algebra 2 Trig, Spanish and Latin. 
If he isn't at school or composing, 
then he is making three- 
dimensional shapes, reading or

for 1999. Any child born on or 
after Jan. 1, 1994, is required to re- 
ceive the Hepatitis B vaccine. 

This immunization requires a se- 
ries of three inoculations to be ef- 
fective. The impact of this change 
will be significant for those enter- 
ing kindergarten in September 
1999. However, there is an imme- 
diate application to children in 
preschool programs. 

If children present with none, one 
or two of the series of three inocu- 
lations must have a written plan 
for reception of the vaccine. This 
approach is the same for any vac- 
cine in progress.

The proposed FY 1999-00 
operating budget includes an 
ordinance eliminating the sunset 
provision, effective May 11, 1999, 
and maintaining the tax at $1.95 a 
month per phone line, the current 
tax, to cover the costs of upgrading 
the E-91 1 system and the on-going 
expenditures of the system. The 
sunset provision provides for a 
reduction in the rate to $1.62 to pay 
only for daily operations and 
maintenance of the system starting 
on July 1. 

Councilwoman Margaret Eure 
pointed out that this is "the 
challenge we face after voting for 
the right of way phone fee (50 
cents per line a month). The sunset 
clause (included in the legislation 
after eight years) doesn't mean 
anything." 

Block agreed that a sunset clause 
is not a commitment to eliminate 
the fee. 

According to the resolution 
passed by City Council Mayor 
Meyera Oberndorf said, the 
agreement was to continue the 
sunset clause. 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
said that she was concerned because 
the city is now looking for the 91 1 
fee to finance all types of 
emergency communications. She 
said she was not convinced, that 
"half of what is going on in this 
field will work and the other half 
will not." 

Henley said that emergency calls 
should be a priority and that she did 
not want the system to be bogged 
down on other things. 

Addressing busy signals on the 
911 line, Commonwealth's 
Attorney Robert J. Humphreys said 
that when an individual receives a 
busy signal on 911, it's almost 
always a cellular phone call. These 
calls are received by the State 
Police and then relayed to the 
localities. 

Block said that localities like 
Virginia Beach and a few other big 
cities are required to handle the 
cellular calls although the state has 
not provided funds for the service. 

City Manager James K. Spore 
said that he had a committee 
looking at the situation. He said he 
couldn't begin to qualify what the 
cost will be. 

Police Chief Charles Wall said 
that the city has car-to-car 
communications with the Naval 
bases and the Army but not with 
the State Police.

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to poetry. He has the soul of a 
poet. Flynn has a way with both 
words and people. 

Inspired by the sights and sounds 
of False Cape, Flynn composes his 
own poetic tributes to the natural 
environment and to the wildlife 
rendezvous that he has experienced 
in this seaside habitat. 

His ocean imagery, perhaps, is 
the equal of Tennyson's. 

A stanza from Flynn's poem 
"Waves," echoes "the curlew's cry" 
in Tennyson's "Locksley Hall." 

As seabirds cry 

the swelling tide 

washes footprints from the sand 

soon waves will break 

upon this shore 

for yet another num. 

Flynn's wave imagery from his 
poem "Catnap Swells" is reminis- 
cent of Tennyson's image of "hol- 
low ocean ridges roaring into 
cataracts." 

Then the stretching, 

arching, clawing ocean 

raises high 

its frisky head. 

Beginning in late March, spring 
is a time of rebirth and change at 
False Cape. As the ambient tem- 
perature rises, wildlife activity in- 
creases steadily, migratory birds 
come and go, and schools of mi- 
grating fish begin to return to Vir- 
ginia's waters. 

"It's 'fox time' around this time 
of year as far as I'm concerned," 
Flynn said. 



"The vixens have had their lit- 
ters, and there's a lot of fox activity 
at False Cape during the months of 
March and April. 

"As a matter of fact, we saw a 
beautiful, beautiful fox today," he 
said enthusiastically. "We stared at 
each other for a small amount of 
time. Td say maybe over a minute. 
Then he decided to head for the 
hills." 

Apparently estimating that he 
has said enough about fox activity, 
Flynn's thoughts turn to the mi- 
grating water fowl that enter and 
leave the Back Bay and False Cape 
habitats. 

"The snow geese, I call them the 
black tips because they're all white 
except for under their wings they've 
got black tips, are really beautiful 
when they fly," said Flynn. "And 
they fly in such huge flocks — 
thousands of birds." 

According to Flynn, the swans, 
with their characteristic long necks 
and their distinctive honking will 
soon be leaving Back Bay National 
Wildlife Refuge around False Cape 
Park. The refuge will also play 
host to a plethora of migrating 
ducks. Long lines of black ducks 
are currenUy in the process of mi- 
grating. Pelicans are coming up 
from the south in large numbers, 
and the ospreys have returned to 
their nests. 

"You're getting birds migrating 
in and birds migrating out. Just a 
changing of the guard," noted 
Flynn. "You begin to see more and 
more blue herons at this time of 
year." 



"I've also seen a bald eagle at 
False Cape for the first time in 14 
years last month. I'd never seen 
one here before," recalled Flynn. 

Almost abruptly, Flynn returns 
to the highlight of his most recent 
12 mile trek through False Cape 
— his brief encounter with a lone 
gray fox. As he recalls their im- 
promptu meeting, his gestures be- 
come more animated and his speech 
becomes more dramatic. 

"We saw what I consider a fairly 
large fox — kind of long-legged 
fox," he said. "It looked almost 
like a coyote to me, but it was a 
fox." 

"I like to think that they're red 
foxes back here because of their 
color, but I've been told that they're 
actually gray foxes," Flynn said. 

Flynn has seen vixens with their 
kittens in their mouths. 

"They're wonderful creatures," he 
observed. 

While he loves nature in all four 
seasons, he particularly enjoys the 
transformation brought about by 
seasonal change. 

"When nature goes through these 
changes, it's really super," he con- 
tended. "Whether it's the turning of 
the leaves, the frost on the branch- 
es, or the snow on the ground, I 
have a love for nature." 

"Spring and fall are very similar 
to one another," Flynn smiled. 

Once again, nature has deigned to 
reward Flynn's unabashed affection 
for his inconstant mistress. 

Alfred Lord Tennyson might 
have had ample reason to admire 
False Cape Flynn.

Transit merger vote is May 4; 
light rail tangled with merger

With the Virginia Beach City Council 
vote on the merger of the Peninsula and 
Tidewater Transportation District Com- 
missions scheduled for May 4, questions 
continue to persist over the potential dis- 
advantages that might be experienced by 
the city. 

And these questions are bound together 
with the council's apparent non-support 
of the light rail project. 

Whatever Virginia Beach does, it may 
not matter in the long run, concluded 
councilman Louis R. Jones after posing 
some questions to Tidewater Transporta- 
tion District (TRT) counsel Don Clark at 
a council work session Tuesday. 

Jones, who has opposed light rail and 
is lukewarm about the merger, asked 
Clark: Assuming we did step aside (stay 

City dumps 
phone fee, 
6-4 vote

City Council rejected the phone tax by 
a vote of 6-4, the same vote — reversed 
— by which the measure was passed on 
March 9. 

Mayor Meyera Oberndorf, who on 
March 9 voted in favor of the fee, a 50 
cent per month per line fee which users 
would be required to pay, proposed the 
. resolution adopted Tuesday which repeals 
the public right-of-way use fee which 
was to go into effect on July 1. 

The resolution also directs the city 
manager to find a continuing source of 
revenue within the city's budget to fulfill 
the city's commitment to the school 
board to help fund instructional technolo- 
gy- 
Voting in favor of the resolution were 
council members Harold Heischober, Bar- 
bara Henley, Reba McClanan, Nancy 
Parker and Don Weeks and Oberndorf. 
Voting against the resolution were Vice 
Mayor William D. Sessoms Jr. and 
council members W.W. Harrison Jr., 
Louis R. Jones and Linwood Branch 111. 

Councilwoman Margaret Eure, who 
had submitted a substitute motion Tues- 
day to defer action for two weeks and 
who had voted in favor of the fee, ab- 
stained. 

Henley, Parker, McClanan and Weeks 
voted against the fee on March 9 when 
Sessoms was absent. Oberndorf, 
Heischober and Eure had voted in favor of 
the tax on March 9 along with Sessoms, 
Harrison, Jones and Branch. 

Earlier at a budget workshop, Obern- 
dorf expressed her displeasure over a com- 
munication from E.Dean Block, director 
of management, in response to the may-

out of the merger), what is our legal po- 
sition in preventing light rail being built 
by the merged agencies? Even if we don't 
participate as a city, can the organization 
still build light rail to the Oceanfront and 
do it anyway? 

Jones said he was talking about the 
legal right of the state entity — the 
merged transit entities — to condemn and 
buy property. 

Clark replied that TRT has not exer- 
cised its power of eminent domain, but 
added that, "I suspect they can do that 
under the cost allocation (agreement)." 

Under these circumstances, Jones said 
later, it did not matter what the city did. 

Clark did say and reiterated again and 
again that the organization could not 
make any decisions without the approval 
of the city involved to make any decision 
that would require a member city to 



spend money against its desires. 

Also, said Flora Crittenden, General 
Assembly delegate from Newport News 
and Hampton, if the General Assembly 
approves the dedication of a gas tax for 
transit it would be subject to referendum 
and the money collected would be used 
for transit services in that locality. She 
said that the merger is modeled after the 
Waters, who with councilman William 
Pierce represent Chesapeake on the 
TTDC, has formed a committee to gather 
information on lightrail. 

Waters said that he did not appoint the 
individual members of the committee but 
asked various organizations in the city to 
send a representative. His plan also called 
for the inclusion of city staff but Waters 
withdrew that part of the committee. 

Alan Krasnoff objected to using over- 
worked staff. In fact, Krasnoff objected to 



the formation of the committee altogeth- 
er, questioning whether individual coun- 
cil members had the right to form their 
own committees. 

Krasnoff questioned whether such a 
committee could pick alignments and 
said, "Waters is supporting a gas tax and 
an increase in density." - 

Krasnoff asked the city attorney and the 
city manager to look into the possibility 
of having a referendum in Chesapeake 
Virginia Beach. 

Neither Pierce nor Waters could under- 
stand, they said, what Krasnoff s objec- 
tions were all about. The committee will 
have its first meeting on April 19. 

The Beach council has expressed con-

Sandbridge 
resident sculpts 
creation from 
driftwood and 
telephone poles

Scott Dilatush is a guy who likes to 

work with both his hands and his 

mind. He's from a family of landsca- 
pes and artists, and he's found a 

unique way to combine both interests 

to create seaside gardens that feature 

colorful, fragrant blooms and giant sea 
serpents made from driftwood. 

Dilatush has become famous locally 
for the 60-foot sea serpent, constructed 
from driftwood, that adorns a house on 
Sandfiddler Road at Sandbridge. 
Tourists sometimes stop to take pic- 
tures and locals wave and call his 
name as he drives down Sandbridge 
Road. 

"I have so many people waving at 
me now," he said, "that I'll have to 
make another sculpture so I'll be fa- 
mous again." 

Dilatush, who admits that he relish- 
es the attention his work receives, 
spent about two months collecting the 
driftwood for the huge creature, which 
he finished in late February. Then he 
constructed the skeleton from tele- 
phone poles and concrete pipes built 
to withstand weight and hurricane- 
force winds, and covered it with drift- 
wood.

U.S. Bankruptcy Court Judge David

Adams had to keep it a secret from 
everyone practically but his wife, Bon- 
nie, until the coronation late last 
month.

Like Pinnochio, I could feel 
my nose growing every time," he 
chuckled, "I'm glad it's public now." 

Since it's official, Adams can share 
his enthusiasm with everyone at being 
the ceremonial leader of the city's 
biggest "beach party." 

"It's exciting, a lot of fun and quite 
an honor. It's also a lot of responsibility 
to serve the city and the festival," he 
said.

Twenty-nine years ago, Wisconsin Sen. Gay- 
lord Nelson posed an idea that many people of 
his generation thought was off kilter — a day 
set aside to honor Mother Earth. 

Who would have 
thought that nearly 
three decades ago 
Earth Day would 
evolve to the ac- 
claimed status that it 
enjoys in 1999? Soon 
after the first recogni- 
tion of Earth Day on 
April 22, 1970, two 
momentous occasions 
were celebrated by 
environmentalists — 

passage of the Clean Water Act and creation 
of the Environmental Protection Agency. 

As we near a new millennium, Americans 
have two reasons to celebrate Mother Earth, 
both within days of one another: Arbor Day, 
April 17, and Earth Day, April 22. 

Locally, Hampton Roads residents can mark 
these days with festivities. In Chesapeake, 
residents will "dig in" Saturday on a campaign 
to plant trees throughout the city — adding to 
its "urban forest." In Virginia Beach and 
Portsmouth, the cities will team with Norfolk 
and the Navy May 2 to host a regional Earth 
Day celebration. 

Attending these activities is just the start. 
Earth's "children" can do their parts individu- 
ally to make this a better planet for all. 

Because environmental awareness is still a 
relatively young movement, it requires the 
support of every man, woman and child. If 
you are already doing your part to preserve 
the Earth for future generations, congratula- 
tions. If you aren't, you should be. It doesn't 
take a one-person war to save the planet, but 
if everyone were to pitch in with their small 
part, the possibilities are endless.

Give items a 
new purpose. 

* ■ Recycle — This requires the most effort, 
but luckily most Hampton Roads localities 
make it easy on residents with curbside pick- 
up. Think of the spiritual reward in knowing 
you helped. 

Consider the impact of recycling. In one day 
alone, for example, 1.5 million pounds of 
consumer-related aluminum is recycled by 
Reynolds Aluminum. This is the equivalent of 
1,470 average-sized garbage truckloads of 
aluminum being diverted from landfills. 

There are other ways to maximize your im- 
pact, too. In honor of Arbor Day or even to re- 
member a loved one, why not plant a tree? Or 
to help celebrate Gov. Jim Gilmore's Opera- 
tion Spruce Up Month in April, why not un- 
dertake a roadside cleanup project? 

On Earth Day, do take the time to smell the 
roses. Take a hike through one of this area's 
many parks or refuges. Participate in Earth 
and Arbor Day festivities. Consciously observe 
nature's glory at work around you. 

Take the opportunity to look, listen smell 
and feel. And don't forget to practice the "3 

R's."

My fellow Virginians, as home 
to the highest concentration of In- 
ternet and Communications compa- 
nies, the Commonwealth has wel- 
comed the challenge of working to- 
gether with Virginia's Information 
Age leaders to craft the first com- 
prehensive Internet policy. I'm 
very proud that Virginia is making 
a difference in formulating policy 
as the information age emerges 
from its infancy. 

The entrepreneurial spirit driving 
the Information Technology (IT) 
sector should not be diminished by 
government policies that smother 
and stifle productivity. Over the 
past five years, the IT sector has 
generated more than 60 percent of 
the economic growth in Virginia's 
economy. 

There are nearly 3,000 technolo- 
gy companies in our state, employ- 
ing more than 300,000 Virginians 
with a total payroll of $15 billion. 
Our business-friendly and low-tax 
policies, along with our outstand- 
ing workforce, work well for all of 
us in the Commonwealth. The av- 
erage small business in the Com- 
monwealth employs five Virgini- 
ans or fewer. These workers can be 
found in all regions of Virginia, 
and four economy is booming from 
the spirit of their free enterprise. 

Virginia is right at the center of 
the Information Age revolution. 
Over half the world's Internet traf- 
fic is routed through one Common- 
wealth county — Fairfax County. 
All the major telecommunications 
companies in America have a sig- 
nificant presence within this geog- 
raphy.

Protection Act to the Internet, en- 
hances penalties for the use of en- 
cryption in committing crimes, and 
extends state law to allow requested 
information sought under Virgini- 
a's Freedom of Information Act to 
be posted on the Internet or sent 
via electronic mail (e-mail). 

Society's first comprehensive In- 
ternet policy was developed with 
significant input from Information 
Technology leaders and government 
officials, my administration has 
reachedout to small and large busi- 
nesses across the Commonwealth 
to create the Governor's Commis- 
sion on information Technology. 

This commission consists of 36 
business, technology, and govern- 
ment leaders. The general consen- 
sus of the commission has been to 
remain proactive in creating a busi- 
ness climate that allows electronic 
commerce to flourish, while call- 
ing for strong prosecution of those 
who manipulate the internet in a 
fraudulent manner or invade person- 
al rights and privacy. 

My administration and the Gov- 
ernor's Commission on informa- 
tion Technology recognize that 



government must pursue policies 
that provide opportunity for the in- 
ternet to grow, prosper, and flour- 
ish. As such, Virginia is commit- 
ted to policy that avoids undue re- 
strictions on internee business. To 
be effective, government must rec- 
ognize the unique qualities of the 
Internet. Where legislation is re- 
quired, the intent is to construct a 
predictable, minimalist, consistent, 
and simple legal environment for 
electronic commerce (e-commerce). 
Virginia has a responsibility to 
promote our policy framework as 
the standard for a consistent and 
predictable policy environment. 
The goal of this policy is to 
chart a new course for our nation's 
future, a future in which the Infor- 
mation Age economy will be of 
vital importance o Virginia and the 
country. But the overall goal is to 
continue challenging all workers, 
students, parents, and teachers of 
the Commonwealth to expand their 
minds as the Information Age 
moves forward. With these goals in 
mind, our expanding economy will 
continue to soar well into the next 
century.

The city of Virginia Beach was 
recently awarded an Urban and Com- 
munity Forestry Assistance Grant in 
the amount of $10,000 from the Vir- 
ginia Depart- 
ment of For- 
estry. Project 
Reforest 
1999, an out- 
growth of the 
grant, is de- 
signed to cre- 
ate partner- 
ships be- 
tween the 
public and 
private sector 
to increase 
the number 
of new trees 
being planted 
in Virginia 
Beach this 
year. 

Through 
the grant, the 
city's Department of Planning/Envi- 
ronmental Management Center has a 
stock of more than 150 native "large 
canopy" trees to be planted on public 
property by volunteers from Virginia 
Beach neighborhood and civic 
groups, businesses, schools, librar- 
ies, environmental organizations and 
other interested parties. 

Species such as red maple, loblolly 
pine and willow oak are available in 
limited quantities. The Landscape 
Services Division will be providing 
assistance with plantings on public 
sites. 

A number of local nurseries in- 
cluding Four Season Nursery, 
Wedgewood Garden Center and 
Winesett Nursery have joined in the 
effort and will provide special dis- 
counts to project participants with 
purchases for the project. 

Other local growers and landscap- 
es are encouraged to become in- 
volved. A tree selection planting, and 
maintenance video, compliments of 
Gloucester County parks and Recre- 
ation, Virginia Tech, and the Vir- 
ginia Department of Forestry, is re- 
quired to be viewed for all Project 
Reforest 1999 participants. 

In addition, Virginia Beach Master 
Gardeners may be reached at 427- 
8 1 56, 9 a.m. to 3 p.m. Monday through 
Friday, to answer questions regard- 
ing proper tree planting and mainte- 
nance techniques. 

The goal of Project Reforest 1999 
is ro ensure that the city continues to 
thrive both economically and envi- 
ronmentally by increasing commu- 
nity awareness of the rewarding and 
beneficial aspects trees provide.

When Kathleen Reed issues a call for vol- 
unteers, she knows personally what it's like 
to be on the giving end. 

Volunteer coordinator for the Virginia 
Marine Science Museum, she donated her 
time and talents to one of the Beach's top 
tourism drav S' for four years before joining 
the staff in 1989. 

"At the time I started volunteering — one 
month after the museum opened in 1986 — 
I was a substitute school teacher. I found a 
place I really loved. I'm very environmen- 
tally concerned and conscious about what's 
going on with the environment. I found a 
place where I could help people understand 
the earth and appreciate it," she said. 

The "perfect place" for Reed meant she 
could combine a love of teaching with the 
care for the environment. Plus, she's a "peo- 
ple person." 

"In the museum environment I was struck 
by how much I could teach and how much 
fun it is. Museum education is far different 
from classroom education. It's much more 
interactive," she said. 

Her enthusiasm shows. She has received 
the Hospitality Employee of the Year honor 
as well as awards of excellence and is a 
member of the Virginia Beach Clean Com- 
munity Commission. 

With more than 1,000 volunteers and the 
constant need for new ones, Reed's job is 
imperative in drawing the desperately- 
needed docents, assistants and interpreters 
to the museum. 

This month, Reed is on a quest to promote 
adult volunteer opportunities in several 
areas. There's also a need for youth and 
teen volunteers (the museum already has 
about 250, aged 11 to 17) to carry on the 
tradition. 

'These children will be the leaders of to- 
morrow," Reed said. "I have no doubt that I 
have already met the mayor of Virginia 
Beach for 2020 or 2040 and all the people 
who will represent us in Congress. They're 
youths and they're here right now. They're 
wonderful kids." 

Children as young as 11 to 13 can work as 
Discovery Trail docents, while 14-year-olds 
can be. mentors. Young people qualify as ju- 
nior docents at age 14. 

As the museum prepares for its busy sum- 
mer season, Reed is seeking to especially 
fill several adult positions. 

With 450 volunteers per week needed in 
the summer, she cited adults to fill these 
tasks: 

■ Docent (exhibit interpreter) — Interact 
with visitors and teach them about Virgini- 
a's marine environment and answer ques- 
tions. 

■ Animal care assistant — Work with an- 
imal husbandry staff and help care for the 
museum's animal habitats. A biology back- 
ground and love of animals is necessary. 
Some classes are required before place- 
ment. 

■ Outreach teaching assistant — Assist 
outreach teachers with traveling touch tanks 
and other interpretive programs at schools 
and other facilities. 

■ Horticulture assistant — Help plant and 
maintain the museum's gardens and help 
visitors learn about plants. 

■ Avian Team member — Help with bird 
identification and interpretation of behav- 
iors, characteristics and calls within the 
aviary. 

■ Museum store assistant — arrange mer- 
chandise displays and help visitors make 
gift selections. Retail experience is helpful. 

■ Exhibits technician aide — Help main- 
tain and clean museum exhibits. 

"Volunteers are entrusted with the task 
most vital to to the museum. It's through 
volunteers that visitors are kept informed 
about the environment and the need to pre- 
serve nature and the animals that inhabit 
our area , and what a fun way to give back 
to the community!" Reed urged. 

She also cited a year-round need for vol- 
unteers to assist with visitor services, cleri- 
cal tasks, the museum library and mass 
mailings. 

Prospective volunteers are asked to offer a 
minimum of one four-hour shift per week. 
No experience is necessary, but enthusiasm 
and a love for Virginia's marine environ- 
ment is advised. Additional training will be 
offered. 

Reed said she will work with potential 
volunteers to find just the right niche for 
them. It's the same for those who are al- 
ready working there. 

"If someone tells me they're not being 




challenged, I don't want to them to be un- 
happy. We'll work with them," she said. 

Senior citizens are very helpful volunteers 
— and they're often just the type people 
Reed likes to have working with children 
and the public. 

"They're the people you want to introduce 
to your children. They make good role mod- 
els." she explained. 

Interested volunteers can call for an appli- 
cation or can stop by the museum to pick up 
one at the admission desks.

The whole process had to be done 
systematically, Dilatush said, be- 
cause the serpent's body, wings, 
and head had to be in the proper 
proportion. He decided how long he 
wanted the serpent to be, then drew 
plans to scale and calculated how 
much wood he would need. 

The head, in particular, had to be 
calculated so that the creature's 
crowning glory, his huge whelk 
shell teeth, would fit neatly inside 
his mouth. Now, the creature, 
whom Dilatush dubbed "Woody," 
leers at onlookers, jaws open arid 
huge teeth barred. 

But don't worry, his creator said. 
Woody only eats mean people. 



Woody is perhaps Dilatush's 
most spectacular creation so far, 
but the landscape artist also designs 
topiary, or living plant sculptures, 
butterfly and rock gardens, and 
commercial landscaping projects. 
Several Sandbridge houses are 
adorned with the hardy sand-loving 
plants, stone walkways and drift- 
wood arches that have become his 
trademark. 

Dilatush strives to create gardens 
that are low-maintenance, environ- 
mentally friendly, fragrant and col- 
orful. He also likes it when they 
grab attention. Although he speaks 



knowledgeably about plants, his 
first love is sculpture. 

"I like to incorporate three- 
dimensional art in my work," he 
said. 

Dilatush, who grew up in New 
Jersey, discovered as a young child 
that he had a talent for drawing and 
sculpting. His mother, an artist, 
encouraged his interest in art, while 
his father, a landscaper, taught him 
to appreciate plants and rugged, 
outdoor work. 

"My father doesn't want to admit 
it, but he's an artist too, with his 
plants," Dilatush said. "He used to 
take us primitive camping, and he 
taught us to observe animals, wild- 
flowers, everything. I try to imitate 
nature in everything I do." 

Dilatush, who worked with his 
father after attending college as an 
art major, moved to Virginia Beach 
in the early 1980s. His father, he 
said, advised him that Virginia 
would be a lucrative area for land- 
scapes because of the state's rapid 
residential growth. 

"I worked for awhile as caretaker 
and gardener at the old Cashvan 
Arabian Farm," he said, "and on 
weekends I'd try to find outside gar- 
dening jobs." 

Virginia Beach, with its varied 
soil texture and temperature ex- 
tremes, presented a unique chal- 
lenge for Dilatush. He researched 
plants to learn what would survive

in the dry sandy beachfront envi- 
ronment. He also learned what 
would thrive in heavy, wet clay 
soils, which plants would bloom 
for long periods of time with little 
maintenance and no pesticides, and 
which ones attracted butterflies. 

"I have a whole library of re- 
search books at home," Dilatush 
said. "But I still craved combing art 
and landscaping. I started collecting 
pieces of driftwood, although at the 
time I didn't know what I was col- 
lecting it for." 

"Then I started making small 
sculptures," Dilatush added, "but I 
had the urge to make larger 
things." 

The idea for Woody was born 
when "I received a call from a 
homeowner who wanted something 
that would be low maintenance. I 
went over and looked at his house, 
and I had a couple of ideas right 
away. So I slept on them and I de- 
cided on the sea serpent." 

The monster's dimensions 
changed a little during the construc- 
tion period when Dilatush decided 
to use the massive shells as teeth. 

"At first, I had an idea of some- 
thing that was more like a snake, 
with a smaller head, he said. "But 
the head had to get bigger so that I 
could add the teeth." 

Dilatush collected most of the 
driftwood while he was canoeing 
along the James River, which he 
described as "a good spot for drift- 
wood" because of trees that line the 
river's banks. Choosing driftwood 
for sculptures can be a time- 
consuming process, and finding 
pieces the right size and shape for 
the creature's wings was particular- 
ly troublesome. 

"I found one piece that looked 
like the skeleton of a wing," he 
said, but it took about two days to 
find another piece to match it. 

The finished product is worth the 
trouble, Dilatush added, because of 
the reactions it gets from passer's- 
by. "I want as many oohs and ahs 
as I can get," he said, "and land- 
scaping doesn't do that as well as 
sea serpents." 

Dilatush isn't sure what his next 
major project will be, but he'd like 
to devote more time to creating 
sculptures from driftwood and 
plants. He'd also like to try his 
hand at teaching because he enjoys 
working with kids. 

Youngsters share his imagination 
and sense of adventure, and they 
have an appreciation for his work 
that adults sometimes lack, he said. 

"I taught topiary to some sixth 
grade students as a volunteer 
teacher in Ocracoke," he said. "We 
made a mushroom out of plants: it 
was five feet tall and five feet wide. 
I think that I'd like to design 
amusement parks someday, I think 
that kids would really love some of 
the things I could create." 

"My brain is never used enough," 
Dilatush continued. "I want to use 
my brain as much as I use my 
muscles." 



Transit merger vote set 
for May 4; light rail tangled 
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organization, would have no more 
representation on the merged com- 
mission than any other member. 
As the agreement is written, the 
commission would be composed 
of two commissioners representing 
each component government and 
one commissioner representing the 
Commonwealth Transportation 
Board. Plans also call for two 
members of the General Assembly 
to serve, after the merger, one from 
the house and one from the senate, 
one from the Peninsula and one 
from Southside. 

Clark said that a merged organi- 
zation will provide a strong region- 
al identity. 

He said that an initial concern 
was finances — Pentran had a $2 
million debt and no reserves while 
TRT had $2 million reserves and 
no debt. He said the concern was 
how Pentran got into that fix and 
whether Michael Townes, the exec- 
utive director of Pentran who will 
become executive director of the 
merged organization — he now 
serves as interim director of TRT 
— had anything to do with the sit- 
uation. 

Clark said that the decision to 
spend down the reserves to zero 
was made by the commission and 
whatever was done was with the 
full knowledgeof the commission. 
The cities of Hampton and New- 
port News will be required to con- 
tribute the capital. 

He said that nobody on Pentran 



or TRT can adopt services in a 
specific city that the city does not 
want to pay for. 

No services would be implement- 
ed in a city unless the member city 
votes for the service. 

Any capital expenditure of more 
than $10 million requires a two- 
third vote of the commission — 
Virginia Beach had requested a cap 
of $5 million. 

For a tax, such as the gas tax, to 
be approved by the commission 
would require a two-third vote. 

To recommend a tax increase to 
the General Assembly would re- 
quire a two-third vote. 

The by-laws cannot be changed 
without a two-third vote. 

To date $ 1 1 6,005 has been sent 
on the merger and upon merger, the 
cost will be an added $422,700. 

The merged organization, the 
Hampton Roads Transportation 
District Commission (HRTDC), 
Townes said, will have 950 em- 
ployees at a cost of $36 to $37 
million. The operating and capital 
budgets combined would be $80 
million. 

City Manager James K. Spore 
noted that the executive salaries 
tended to be higher in the transit 
agencies than in the city. 

Any gas tax imposed would be 
controlled by the General Assem- 
bly, Townes said, and there will be 
a lot of strings attached. 

Mayor Meyera Oberndorf noted 
that the Hampton Roads Partner- 
ship endorsed the merger, citing 



cost savings and saying that the 
merger would be in the best inter- 
est of the region. 

Sessoms, in discussing Wright's 
letter, said that if Virginia Beach 
does not participate in lightrail, the 
cost for the other communities 
would be higher. 

He said he heard figures on the 
possible gas tax of 3.5 to 5 cents 
and in a few years that would go up 
to 7 cents to pay for light rail. He 
said that the city also has the op- 
tion to get involved in light rail 
and hook up at Newtown Road. 

Townes said the impact study on 
the east- west line is complete and 
no further work will be done on 
this since it is clear Virginia Beach 
does not desire further study. 

The alternatives facing the city 
on May 4 are: 

■ Approve the merger as pro- 
posed or with appropriate terms 
and/or conditions. 

■ Oppose the merger. In the 
event the merger is approved de- 
spite the city's objections it could 
explore replacement services 
through contractual arrangements 
with public/private transportation 
progiders. 

■ Oppose the merger and initiate 
efforts to create a transportation de- 
partment or separate TDC Trans- 
portation District Commission to 
serve Virginia Beach and other in- 
terested localities. 

The staff has recommended merg- 
ing the commissions as a major ac- 
complishment for the region.

City dumps phone fee 6-4 
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or's request to find the money for 
technology elsewhere. 

Oberndorf objected specifically to 
a comment, "It is already clear that 
there is both a desire by some to 
discontinue the telecommunica- 
tions fee and add a number of items 
to the budget and capital program. 
Recently, you have asked us to 
look again at revenues and at areas 
of possible reductions. This memo- 
randum responds to that request." 

Oberndorf said that shortly after 
the date of the vote, she felt "we 
needed to take a hard look (at find- 
ing funding for technology)." She 
took the statement from Block to 
be a "chastisement." 

City Manager James K. Spore 
said that a lot of things are chang- 
ing right now and that reviewing 
the budget is a lengthy process. He 
said the memo "was not meant to 
chastise anybody." 

Oberndorf said that she appreciat- 
ed the fact that staff worked hard 
over the weekend to put the memo 
together, but her goal was to do 
away with the tax and nothing was 
said about adding programs. She 
said that she felt that the statement 
was a "harpoon to my heart." 

Block apologized and said that 
some folks want to add programs 
but not make any recommendations 
on what or how the budget can be 
reduced. 

Oberndorf also questioned the in- 
ference in a statement that "Vir- 
ginia Beach has been so successful 
in pursing its objectives in the 
thoughtful, measured and open 
manner in which City Council has 
acted. This is reflected in the way 
in which the council has led the re- 
gion in defining destination points, 
developing strategies and following 
up on planned sections while main- 
taining its fiscal sustainability. By 
taking a long view more has been 
accomplished. This combination of 
prudence and teamwork has caused 
better results." 

Of the three speakers on the new 
resolution, two were opposed to 
the fee and one in favor, 

Oberndorf said that "this has not 
been an easy position for me." She 
said that in 23 years she has not 
changed her vote. She placed some 
of the blame of the city's predica- 
ment on the General Assembly. 
She said that without one penny of 
support, the General Assembly 
mandated the technology program. 

She said Jones and Harrison, 
with School Board members, re- 
duced what technology was origi- 
nally estimated to cost from $72 
million to $22 million. She said 
that the state rates all students and 
the city will be in a bad light if the 
students are not taught. 

Eure said that while the mayor 
certainly had her heart, she wanted 
to wait until the money could be 
found in the budget. She moved to 
defer the resolution for two weeks. 



but her motion did not receive a 
second. 

Weeks said he was supportive of 
finding the money in the budget. 

Harrison said he did not agree 
with the mayor's rezoning. He said 
that the city was liable to the 
School Board which agreed to use 
$16 million of its budget and $3.5 
million of its surplus to fund most 
of the program. But $12 million 
was still needed. Harrison said the 
city had to find a continuing source 
of money for eight years. He said 
that five weeks ago the budget di- 
rector and the city manager said 
they would not be able to find a 
continuing source of funds. "Noth- 
ing has changed in five weeks." He 
said that this is a leadership deci- 
sion. "We made the right choice 
five weeks ago." 

Of the bill that came out of the 
1 998 General Assembly which per- 
mits the phone fee but with users 
paying the fee, Branch said it is 
"probably one of the lousiest 
pieces of legislation that has ever 
come out of Richmond." 

He said the Virginia Municipal 
League lobbies for a year to have a 
right-of-way tax (paid by the com- 
panies) "land that's what we get." 
He said that he was going through 
the budget trying to find funds for 
technology but "that's not a deci- 
sion I can make today." 

Henley said she could not change 
her position on the fee. 

"Folks don't like fees," she 
noted. She said that the imposition 
of the fee was done hurriedly out of 
the budget process. "Act in haste; 
repent at leisure. Tnat's what hap- 
pened here." 

Jones said, in reference to Har- 
rison's statement on the council's 
commitment to the School Board, 



in addition to the $16 million and - 
other $3.5 million for technology, 
the School Board also agreed to 
spend $5 million for the imple- 
mentation of the technology pro- 
gram. 

After a thorough examination, 
the council/school board committee 
brought the cost down from $60 
million to $22 million, Jones said. 
He said the only way to provide the 
$12 million over eight years was a 
new source of revenue — or to cut 
programs that are essential. 

He said that City Council and 
School Board have had some bad 
times, but now there is a new 
light. The School Board has shown 
good faith in working with coun- 
cil." 

Of the original deadline for pas- I 
sage of the phone fee, March 15, 
Oberndorf said that the companies 
said they needed 120 days to in- 
clude the charge in the bills. 

There also was some discussion 
on the fact that the city will receive 
payments frcnn the phone compa- 
nies quarterly. But while the com- 
panies have the money they can be 
invested profitably. 

Block said that that the bill was 
"not a wonderful piece of legisla- 
tion for the cities, but it was some- 
thing we lobbied for." Not in that 
form. 

Although the Virginia Beach 
council members appeared to know 
little about the legislation — 
Branch asked that legislators be 
asked to come in and explain it, 
McClanan said that the legislation 
was given big play in the Rich- 
mond Times Dispatch. The con- 
sumers were up there, too, she 
said. 

Block said that maybe "we need 
better reporting."

Reggie White knows a thing or 
two about the importance of team- 
work. He credits it with helping 
his Green Bay Packers reach the 
National Football League's version 
of the "promised land" in 1997. 

That year in Super Bowl XXXI 
the Packers defeated the New Eng- 
land Patriots to become World 
Champions. 

On Friday, the 6' 5", 300-pound 
White addressed an audience of 900 
people at the YMCA's fifth annual 
Prayer Breakfast and stressed the 
importance of teamwork among the 
church today.

His team enjoyed success because 
there were no cliques, envy nor 
jealousy among the teammates. 
White doesn't think the church 
today has reached that point.

things they are not supposed to be 
doing, just like a player who isn't 
fulfilling his role on a team," he 
said. 

Because of this, White doesn't 
think Christ is coming back for his 
bride — the church — anytime 
soon, because Christ said he would 
only return for a bride that was 
"without spot or blemish." "His 
bride is too ugly, and no man is 
going to marry an ugly bride," said 
White. 

"If you don't benefit the team, 
you go home," White told the re- 
ceptive audience. "I think God is 
getting ready to cut some people 
off the team," he continued. 

White continued the parallels be- 
tween football and Christianity by 
mentioning the importance of 
training camp. He said the routine 
at camp can become boring but it 
better prepares a team for the regu- 
lar season. 

"Routine is boring and some- 
times reading the bible is boring, 
but you have to do it," said White. 

Chairman of the Board for 
YMCA of South Hampton Roads 
Bruce Handleysaid, "Reggie White 
embodies all that is good with 
sports and competition." "He is a 
man of character," said Handley. 

"Reggie is a man's man who 
made the decision to humble him- 
self and accept Christ," said Dr. 
Raymond Stiles, co-chairperson of 
Hampton Roads United Christians. 

"He is a man who has so much 
money he can do whatever he 
wants, but he chooses to be a 
spokesperson for God." 

White believes God is raising 
Christian athletes like himself and 
Deion Sanders of the Dallas Cow- 
boys to be spokesmen for God to 
show the church the importance of 
teamwork. 

"The church has a responsibility 
to unite," said White. White, 
nicknamed "The Minister of De- 
fense," retired this year from the 
National Football League after a 
stellar career in which he was voted 
to the NFL's 75th anniversary Ail- 
Time Team in 1994. 

He is the NFL's all-time career 
sack leader with 176.5 sacks, and 
leads the league with the most con- 
secutive Pro Bowl appearances. 

Also, he has written an autobio- 
graphical book "In the Trenches" 
and is co-pastor of Innercity 
Church in East Knoxville, Tenn.

New Beach jail ready 
in four years — at earliest

The $57 million jail addition in 
the proposed Capital Improvement 
Program (CIP) for the next six 
years will take at least four years to 
complete even if the cogs were set 
in motion today, Sheriff Frank 
Drew told City Council at a work 
session last week. 

In fact, he said, building a jail 
periodically is a given considering 
the increasing jail population. In 
10 years, he said, "If we continue, 
we'll be spending more on prisons 
than education and children." 

The existing jail, built to house 
something over 563 inmates, was 
over capacity on the day it opened 
in 1992. He said he hoped the same 
mistake would not happen again. 
The new addition will be designed 
to house 500 inmates. 

Drew also said that the 1992 ad- 
dition was attached to another, 
smaller facility so that the com- 
bined facility had two of everything 
(e.g. two kitchens) and proved to 
be very cost ineffective. 

He said that the city officials are 
trying to look at the new addition 
differently. Instead of having the 
old-fashioned long corridors, cells 
of 50 or 100 will be built in indi- 
vidual pods surrounding a space for 
the deputy. It will save on long 
corridors. 

A needs study team, with an ap- 
propriation of $300,000 from the 
city, has made recommendations 
for the more modern and efficient 
design for the new jail and has se- 
lected an architectural firm to work 
on the project. Drew said the report 
is not quite complete. 

Drew said that the city's General 
Assembly representatives are confi- 
dent that the city will receive 25 
percerif toward the cost of the con- 
struction. 

The addition will be located be- 
hind the present jail but to do this 
both the general services/building 
maintenance building and the land- 
scape services building will have to 
be relocated — on city-owned prop- 
erty in Lake Ridge. Relocating 
these buildings will free land for 
parking for the corrections center 
and the judicial center. 
Drew said that unless something 



changes "we'll always have to 
build a new jail." He attributed the 
increase in arrests — 27,889 in 
1998 — to the greater number of 
police officers and the greater num- 
ber of arrests and the abolishment 
of parole. He said that where 38 to 
40 percent of the prisoners were 
paroled previously, now that figure 
is 8 percent. 

Another contributing factor, he 
said, is the get tough on inmates 
stance. 

If you don't have parole, he said, 
you have to have a program like 
work program. He said that people 
are serving three times as much 
time as they used to. 

Another factor contributing the 
the high cost of prisons, is the pol- 
icy of the Commonwealth that re- 
quires 105 square feet per prisoner 
where the national standard is 80 
square feet.

He said the prison makes money 
on its federal prisoners which now 
average 22 a day at $44 a day. Im- 
migration services also house pris- 
oners, approximately 100 at a time 
for two or three weeks. 

As for a regional jail, he said that 
regional jails do not work for 
major cities. If Virginia Beach had 
entered the regional jail program, 
the most prisoners it could have 
housed there are 250. 

'To have the safest city," he said, 
"is expensive," 

While the city is responsible for 
most of the construction money, 
Drew said that 85 percent of the 
operations funding comes from the 
state. 

The construction of the facility is 
dependenton the lifting of the state 
freeze on reimbursements for local 
jail expansion. 

In answer to a question from 
Mayor Meyera Oberndorf on the 
literacy of the inmates, Drew said 
that everybody who comes in is 
tested, that the jail has two full- 
time teachers, that a basic literacy 



program is offered and that arrange- 
ments are made for GED certifi- 
cates. The sad part, he said , is "the 
only thing we can do locally is 
teach them to read and write. He 
said that national figures on recidi- 
vism are very high, but each pro- 
gram saves a few people. 

Part of the funding for the facili- 
ty will come from "599" funds — 
$24,481,000 

E. Dean Block, director of man- 
agement, said that "599" revenue is 
not a tax or fee, but is considered 
financial assistance from the com- 
monwealth to localities with quali- 
fying police departments. In 1979 
the General Assembly passed 
House Bill 599 which rescinded lo- 
calities' right to annex and expand 
and in exchange, the state was to 
provide annual funding to localities 
which was to increase annually. 

However, the amount of this 
funding has stayed the same since 
1990. 

Annually the city has received 
approximately $6 million which it 
includes as revenue in the operating 
budget to support police depart- 
ment operations. According to the 
state's 1998-2000 biennium bud- 
get, the city will receive an addi- 
tional $9.7 million a year. 

This money is programmed in 
the proposed capital improvement 
program for one-time funding for 
public safety issues such as the 
Bayside Police Precinct and the jail 
expansion. 

City Manager James K. Spore 
said that without 599 funds and the 
lottery funds (for schools) "we 
would have a lot of problems. "

Make sure garden soil is rich and healthy 



Key is knowing 
what soil consists of 

Want to grow terrific tomatoes 
and dazzling dahlias in your garden 
this year? Garden experts advise 
that you begin by making sure 
your garden soil is rich and 
healthy. 

"Establishing good soil is the 
single most important thing we do 
for the plants we grow in our gar- 
dens," says Bob Bell, president of 
Mantis, the Southampton, Pa.- 
based maker of power gardening 
tools. "The key is knowing what 
soil consists of and learning how 
to make it better." 

. When you pick up a handful of 
great soil, only about half of it is

The other half is air and water. 



solid matter. The other half is air 
and water. 

The tiny air and water pockets 
found in healthy soil give plant 
roots the "breathing room" they 
need to take up nutrients. 

The little air and water pockets 
also enable living microorganisms 
to break down organic matter into 
forms of decay — plus all the little 
critters (from microscopic organ- 



isms to earthworms) that help to 
break it down. 

"When organic matter decays, it 
becomes a dark, sticky material 
called humus," said Bell. 

"Humus is the glue that holds 
soil particles — the sand, clay and 
silt — together in large groups 
with just the right amount of 
spaces for and water." 

These humus particles also con- 



Regular cleaning and inspections 
may help spot problems early 



Spring cleaning is just as impor- 
tant outside the house as inside, ac- 
cording to Jerry Harris, owner of 
Case Handyman Services.

Look for weak or missing 
shingles and assess the overall con- 
dition.

Adding 
humus to sandy soils makes the 
soil more fertile because it allows 
the soil to hold on to water and nu- 
trients. 

Adding humus to clay soils 
spreads out the clay soils spreads 
out the clay particles (which tend 
to clump tightly together) so water 
and nutrients can more easily pass 
through. 

According to Bell, the best way 
to add humus to your soil is to add 
compost from your compost bin. 

You can also add aged manure or 
grow a cover crop (such as Hairy

■ April - Celebrated golfer 
Curtis Strange and notable 
youngsters play the first round 
on Portsmouth's new Bide-a-Wee 
golf course in the heart of the 
city. Objective golf enthusiasts 
put forth the notion that the 
course, extensively redesigned by 
Strange and Tom Clark, with 
new public meeting facilities, 
may be among the top 10 mu- 
nicipal golf courses in the coun- 
try. 

■ March - City and business 
officials break ground for the $46 
million Renaissance Portsmouth 
Hotel and Waterfront Conference 
Center.

In his budget message delivered 
to City Council, city employees 
and the public, City Manager 
Ronald W. Massie re-emphasized 
the major themes of the mayor's 
message and gave credit to coun- 
cil for leading the way. 

"Portsmouth is blessed with a 
diverse City Council represent- 
ing various segments of the 
community," said Massie, "but 
it is equally blessed with a coun- 
cil that unanimously agrees on 
the three highest priorities for 
the community. This unanimity 
gives us great strength to contin- 
ue the journey." 

It is significant that Ports- 
mouth is off to a good start in 
1999 after yet another good year 
in 1998. In an end-of-lhe-year ed- 
itorial in December, The 
Virginian-Pilot concluded that 
" 1 998 was yet another year that 
found the city better at year's end 
than at year's beginning — more 
prosperous, more peaceful, more 
proud." 

Last year there were numerous 
milestones, particularly in the 
fields of education and market- 
ing. 

The big 1998 headline in edu- 
cation was the opening of the 
new $37 million I.C. Norcom 
High School, a state-of-the-art 
new facility with the latest in 
technology including fiber op- 
tics. 

The Norcom facility was the 
city's second new high school 
complex of the 1 990s. The first 
was the new Churchland High 
School, site of the 47-year-old 
Portsmouth Invitational Tourna- 
ment that features the 64 top col- 
lege basketball players from 
around the country. 

The big marketing news last 
year was the opening of the ex- 
panded Children's Museum of 
Virginia, closed for several 
months to complete installation 



of the Lancaster antique toy and 
train collection as well as 28 
new interactive exhibits in dou- 
ble the amount of floor space. 

The new Children's Museum 
was an immediate hit, drawing a 
whole new audience of model 
train collectors from around the 
country. 

As the Children's Museum 
showcased its new activities, the 
board of the Virginia Sports Hall 
of Fame selected a location 
across High Street and announced 
a statewide fundraising campaign 



for a new $10 million facility 
that would feature "a lot of 
hands-on activities, interactive 
things for children and adults to 
do together," according to 
VSHOF Executive Director 
Eddie Webb. 

Many other activities grabbed 
the headlines in 1998, including 
new residential projects such as 
Hidden Cove, Sterling Creek and 
Lake Shores; new business loca- 
tions such as the Harley- 
Davidson "designer store" in 
Midtown and Hannaford Food 



and Drug Superstore in Church- 
land; five new and expanded busi- 
nesses in the PortCentre Com- 
merce Park with a total invest- 
ment of $6 million; and contin- 
ued progress on the new 
Portsmouth Corporate Center on 
a 100-acresite formerly occupied 
by a section of Fairwood Homes. 
Another significant achieve- 
ment of 1998 was the continuing 
development of High Street as a 
corridor of specialty shops, mu-

scums, restaurants and entertain- 
ment. 

Near the end of December, The 
Virginian-Pilot featured a page 1 
article with a banner headline 
reading "High Street Is Coming 
Back." It talked about the highly- 
successful Olde Towne Holiday 
Music Festival in early Decem- 
ber and quoted numerous positive 
comments from merchants, resi- 
dents and public officials. 

Another major achieve- 
ment was development of a Mid- 
town Conservation and Redevel- 
opment Plan, which was an- 
nounced after the first of the year 
in a community meeting featur- 
ing Mayor Holley, Councilman 
Cameron C. Pitts (who is also 
chair of the Midtown Vision 
2005 Committee), PRHA Vice 
Chair Lee King, City Manager 
Ronald Massie, PRHA Develop- 
ment Director Gordon Wheatley 
and Portsmouth Community 
Quality and Planning Service Di- 
rector James J. Gildea. 

The plan combines strategies 
of blight removal and reuse 
strategies as well as conservation 
tools such as enhanced code en- 
forcement. It addresses 10 areas 
of Midtown, including acquisi- 
tion and demolition of MidCity 
Shopping Center. 

Blight removal is the corner- 
stone of Operation Sledgeham- 
mer, a "War on Ugly" program 
of Gildea's department focused 
on removing abandoned houses 
and junk cars. So far the program 
has taken down 100 structures 
and persuaded homeowners to fix 
dozens of others. Hundreds of 
junked cars have been removed 
from neighborhood streets and 
yards. 

It is interesting to note that the 
second phase of the program, 
called Sledgehammer II, kicked 
off on the same day that City 
Manager Massie signed a historic 



agreement with the Minority Po- 
lice Officers Association of 
Portsmouth Inc. to form a part- 
nership to maintain three ceme- 
teries where African-Americans 
were buried from the 17th centu- 
ry to 1960. 

The cemeteries — Fisher's 
Hill, Mount Calvary and Mount 
Olive — are nestled in a quiet 
and shaded 13-aeresite south of 
Interstate 264 near Deep Creek 
Boulevard and contain the graves 
of such prominent Portsmouth 
citizens as Ida Barbour, I.C. Nor- 
com, William Riddick and Jeffry 
Wilson. 

SO far the biggest news of 
1999 is the start of construction 
of the Renaissance Portsmouth 
Hotel and Waterfront Conference 
Center. 

Scheduled to open in the sum- 
mer of 2000, the 15-story hotel 
complex will occupy a 3.5 acre 
Elizabeth River site and include 
250 rooms and suites, 24,000 
square feet of meeting and func- 
tion space including two ball- 
rooms and an Executive Learning 
Center and a 450-care parking 
garage. 

It will be built and operated 
through a public-private partner- 
ship involving Stormont Trice 
Corporation, an Atlanta-based 
hotel and resort developer and op- 
erator that has pioneered public- 
private ventures, and the city of 
Portsmouth and two affiliated or- 
ganizations, the Industrial Devel- 
opment Authority and the 
Portsmouth Redevelopment and 
Housing Authority. 

Benefits to the community in- 
clude 300 permanent jobs, more 
than $1.5 million in annual tax 
revenues, a new community 
meeting center, continued down- 
town revitalization and an eco- 
nomic generator with $20 mil- 
lion in annual spending by hotel 
and conference center guests. 

The Commonwealth of Vir- 
ginia is participating by means 
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of a sales tax rebate which will 
allow the city to use state sales 
tax revenue from the hotel and 
conference center to assist with 
debt payments. This will equate 
to as much as $400,000 a year. 

The hotel will be the first in 
Virginia carrying the flag of the 
Renaissance Hotels and Resorts, 
the newest member of the Mar- 
riott lodging family of eight 
hotel brands. Renaissance fea- 
tures more than 80 distinctive 
properties in 26 countries, offer- 
ing upscale accommodations and 
award-winning dining for busi- 
ness, meeting and leisure travel- 
ers seeking a more enriching 
lodging experience. 

The Executive Learning Center 
will be a new product for Hamp- 
ton Roads. It is designed to serve 
the multi-billion dollar corporate 
and association meeting busi- 
ness, with a higher level of fin- 
ish, furniture and service than 
any other facility in the region, 
and special attention to technolo- 
gy- 

The grand opening of the hotel 

is scheduled for the summer of 
2000, in conjunction with Op- 
Sail 2000, the largest gathering 
of tall ships in the Hampton 
Roads harbor. Those two events 
alone give Portsmouthians much 
to look forward to for the millen- 
nial year of 2000. 

Not to mention more headlines 
forecasted for 1999. 

As Mayor Holley says, there .s 
indeed a new Renaissance in 
Portsmouth, and its more than 
just a great new hotel.

A Building Block for Success 



600 Block of High Street Turns the Corner For a Brighter Future 



A sunny weekday afternoon finds the 600 block 
of High Street bustling with foot traffic. Downtown 
workers on their lunch break dip into JJ's Restaurant 
for a quick bite to eat. A pair of tourists leisurely 
shuffle into Pfeiffer's to browse through their selec- 
tion of cards and books. Down the street, a woman 
with a small child in tow walks out of the Kitchen 
Koop holding a shopping bag full of things to make 
dinner with tonight. 

Until a few years ago, 
this scene would have 
been wishful thinking. 
Multiple vacant build- 
ings with darkened 
windows gazed 
silently onto 
High Street. 
Pedestrian 
traffic was 
just a trickle. 
But in a 
remarkably 
short time 
span, busi- 
nesses have 
returned to 
line this his- 
toric commercial 
artery, particularly 
along the 600 
block. The revival 
has been led in part 
by the initiative of 
the Portsmouth 
Redevelopment and 
Housing Authority 
(PRHA) and the city. Their aggressive investment 
and efforts at facilitating renewal spurred the neces- 
sary interest and confidence from the business com- 
munity. Now the 600 block, PRHA leaders feel, is a 
model for how the rest of High Street can turn the 
corner to success. 

The dramatic turnaround started in 1993 when 
the Authority bought eleven of the neglected build- 
ings on the block for $300,000 using federal 
Community Development Block Grant funds. Soon 
after, they began accepting proposals from entrepre- 
neurs attracted to the block by the aFordability of the 
buildings and their prime location. PRHA further 




stoked interest in the project by offering 
facade improvement loans and city led 
real estate tax abatements to qualified 
investors. 

"This scenario was set for the perfect 
public/private partnership." said Danny 
Cruce, Executive Director for PRHA. "We 
were looking at making a significant 
investment in revitalizing this part of High 
Street, but we needed like-minded people 
who shared our dream and long-term 
commitment to Olde Towne." 

PRHA's investment paid off for both 
the city and the merchants. The 
Authority's combination of creative 
approaches aided a 
variety of entrepre- 
neurs in getting 
established along the 
once-vacant block. 
Occupied and owned 
now by sixteen busi- 
nesses, the real estate 
value of those same 
eleven buildings has 
grown to $1.5 million 
today. And along 
with the new tenants 
came crowds of peo- 
ple hungry for lunch 
and dinner in restau- 
rants, or for the goods and services sold in the 
block's boutiques and antique shops. 

"It's a person's dream becoming real and being 
implemented by a team," said Willis Foster, who with 
his wife Deon, opened the Kitchen Koop at 638 High 
Street in December. "Not only do you have a place 
to come get what you want, but 
here we are, part of the 
Portsmouth family." 

For its vision and efforts, 
PRHA received a coveted 
National Award of Merit from 
the National Association of 
Housing and Redevelopment 
Officials. 

"The recognition was gratify 
ing. but the true reward was 
walking along the 600 block 





and seeing storefronts instead of 
empty windows, and seeing people 
in those stores and restaurants," said 
Cruce. 

The next step for the Authority, 
explained Cruce, is to keep the 
momentum going, not only on the 
600 block, but along all of High 
Street in Olde Towne. He anticipates 
the 600 block becoming a "building 
block" to establish a solid foundation 
for retail and small businesses 
throughout Olde Towne. 

"We've come full circle here, and 
we're confident that together with 
the continued support and initiative 



of other business 
people, we 
can replicate 
our success 
elsewhere." 
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Airline Business 
Park Takes Off 



New Park Helps Portsmouth Recruit New Business 



The City's plan for revitalizing the 
Airline Boulevard area and attracting 
new businesses to Portsmouth took 
flight in December as city leaders. 
PRHA officials, and developers broke 
ground on the new $3.6 million Airline 
Business Park. 

Located at 3401 Airline Boulevard, 
the 14.6-acre business park will have six 
two-story buildings with 16,000 square 
feet each. With its flexible space and 
excellent access to the interstate system, 
the Park is an ideal location for distribu- 
tion centers and service industries. 

"This really enhances our chances to 
recruit new businesses to the city and 
retain Portsmouth businesses who are 
expanding," said Lee King, Vice- 
Chairman of the Portsmouth 
Redevelopment and Housing Authority 
I PRHA). "It'll be a financial asset to the 
city as well. With full occupancy, we 
expect to receive over $ 1 40,994 in real 
estate taxes per year." 

One of the Business Park's develop- 
ers, John Hall, knows well the chal- 
lenges of relocating a business. As the 
owner of Portsmouth-based John Hall 
Electric, he has had to move his compa- 
ny three times to accommodate its 
growth. Seeking to remain in 
Portsmouth when the time came to relo- 
cate again, he chose to build the Park 
and become its first tenant. 



"I needed to find a place to expand, 
and this site is an ideal location for a 
business that services all parts of 
Hampton Roads," said Hall. "It's a win- 
win for us and the city." 

His business won't be alone. Even 
before the groundbreaking 1 , the first 
building had already been completely 
leased. Aside from Hall's company, 
Chesapeake-based Associated 
Contracting Services and Norfolk's 
Grubb Printing are also planning on 
relocating to the park. 

Hall and his business partner and co- 
developer, Ken Jolley, purchased the 
land from PRHA. Authority officials 
envision that the park will serve as a 
catalyst for continued economic devel- 
opment in the Midtown area and will be 
the nucleus for future commercial devel- 
opment along the southern end of 
Airline Blvd.

"We are absolutely thrilled that Food Lion has chosen to be part of our neighbor- 
hood," said Donna Ruth, President of the West Park View Civic League.

The answer is April 21st. The 33,000 square foot full-service grocery includes both 
a complete bakery and deli. The store's management has also made an effort to accom- 
modate the community's wishes on what they would like to see on the shelves. They 
sought input from residents on items on their grocery lists like fresh seafood and 
gourmet offerings. 

"From both a resident's and business' standpoint, we're very pleased that Food Lion 
has chosen to come to Olde Towne." said Danny Cruce.

Editor's note: The following 
comments were made by Police 
Chief Leonard G. Cooke at the 
annual NICE and NEAT Summit 
in February. He highlights 
strides made in community 
policing in 1998. . 

Good afternoon. It is my 
pleasure to have this opportunity 
to meet with you at what has 
been described to me as one of 
the premier community events in 
Portsmouth. By the looks of this 
crowd, that is certainly no 
understatement. 

Since becoming chief last 
March, I have met many of you 
at numerous organizational 
meetings and listened to your 
concerns. Today, I welcome the 
chance to become better 
acquainted with more of you. 

The idea of a community 
summit is consistent with my 
own philosophy of policing. As 
I travel through Portsmouth and 
hear your concerns, you speak 
not about what we do — but 
what we don't do. Rarely do I 
hear complaints about our 
handling of homicides, robberies 
and other major crimes. 

What I do hear is the lack of 
response to the lesser crimes that 
affect neighborhood quality of 
life, those minor and nuisance 
types of crime — what we in 
police circles sometimes refer to 
as the "Broken Window" theory. 

According to that theory, if a 
window is broken and no one 
bothers to fix it, within a short 
period of time other windows

will he broken and soon after 
disorderly conduct and criminal 
activity will follow. 

The reason for this is simple. 
By not fixing the window, the 
message is sent that no one in 
the community cares. Citizens 
look at the broken window as a 
place they must endures for a 
certain period of time during the 
day that is uncontrolled and 
uncontrollable and they feel 
unsafe. 

Criminals on the other hand, 
look at the broken window as a 
sign that their behavior will be 
tolerated and they feel welcome. 

For example, experiments 
conducted in other cities with 
abandoned cars proved that once 
they were vandalized and left 
unattended, even more damage 
occurred to those cars. The 
message had been sent. 

That is why this year's theme 
the NICE and NEAT Summit" 
and our continued partnerships 
are so very important. NICE is 
the Office of Neighborhood 



Quality's acronym for 
Neighborhood Improvement and 
Code Enforcement. NEAT is the 
police department's acronym for 
our community policing 
initiative. Neighborhood 
Enhancement and Action Teams. 

Portsmouth recognizes that we 
must form partnerships with 
citizens and other city 
departments to get rid of our 
broken windows. Today, through 
numerous workshops and bus 
tours, you will learn specific 
ways to form those partnerships 
as we work together to improve 
neighborhood quality and send a 
loud message to criminals that 
our windows are not broken, we 
do care and we are in control of 
our environment. 

The truth is there is nothing 
new about this idea of 
partnership. As Sir Robert Peel 
observed in 1829 when he said, 
'The police are the public and 
the public are the police. The 
police are the only members of 
the public who are paid to give 




full-time attention to duties that 
are incumbent on every citizen in 
the interest of community 
welfare and existence." 

At this point, I'd like to take 
the opportunity to recognize 
some of the "paid" police who 
are here to work with you today. 
These individuals, ladies and 
gentlemen, are your partners. 
Perhaps you have been under the 

impression that just the 
designated Neighborhood Impact 
Officers are your community 
police officers. Let me clarify 
that right now. All of these

individuals are your community 
policing partners. 

So what have we accomplished 
in this partnership together. I'd 
like to spend some time now 
giving you the 1998 Year in 
Review. Serious crimes of 
homicide, rape, robbery, 
aggravated assault, burglary, 
major larceny and auto theft are 
down 3.1 percent. This is the 
seventh consecutive year crime 
has decreased. Approximately 
250 fewer serious crimes 
occurred in 1998 than in 1 997. 
This computes to a decrease of 
24. 1 percent since 1991. That 
means 2,516 fewer crimes. And 
clearance rates for solving crimes 
are consistent with other cities 
our size. What does this tell us? 
It signifies that Portsmouth is 
indeed a safe city. 

Let's look a little closer at 
violent crime which has seen the 
most significant decrease. 
Violent crimes in the city of 
Portsmouth declined by 11.1 
percent. Homicide is down 27.3 
percent. There were 16 homicides 
in 1998 compared to 22 in 1997. 
Aggravated assault is down 4 
percent. Rape decreased 35.5 
percent and robbery is down 1 3.5 
percent. 

Although you will see that 



burglaries are up 7.8 percent, 
auto thefts up 2.4 percent, 
larcenies are down 6.2 percent, 
with an overall decrease of 
property crimes of 1.8 percent. 
This date does suggest however 
that we want to target some of 
our future efforts at property 
crimes and I will mention later 
how our department is inviting 
your comments at today's 
summit. 

If we look at a 10-year trend 
analysis, we can see that this 
graph depicts a declining trend in 
serous crimes in Portsmouth 
over the past 10 years. This is 
due to many of the successful 
strategies we have employed. 
The first of these, of course, is 
community policing. But what 
has really happened as a^ result of 
this strategy and these summits? 
Let me share just a couple 
stories. 

Many of you know Officer 
Abdul-Ali and his work with the 
Prentis Park, Prentis Place and 
Brighton neighborhoods. Officer 
Abdul-Ali and residents were 
concerned about a "broken 
window" at the corner of Duke 
St. and Elm Ave. Numerous 
drug arrests were made in and 
around the property. 

People who did not live in the 
neighborhood would loiter there 
waiting to buy or sell narcotics. 
These same people would leave 
trash and empty beer bottles on 
the property. Eventually the few 
tenants moved out and the house 
remained vacant for a period of 
time. This only made matters 
worse. 

Drug addicts and prostitutes 
began to use the vacant 
apartments. In fact, a dead body 
was discovered next to the 
housing during that year. With a 
renewed sense of urgency, the 
city's Office of Neighborhood 
Quality inspected the house and 
condemned the property. After 
numerous court hearings and 
noncompliance, the owner went 
to a City Council meeting to 
plead his case. 

Little did he know that he 
would face a strong 
neighborhood presence and a 
City Council committed to 
public safety. The house finally 
came down in June of 1998. 

The outcome? Local media 
covered the event and neighbors 
cheered at what they had 
accomplished. 

What were the hallmarks of 
this approach? 

Working with the neighbors, 
not just for them. Bringing other 
agencies into the process. And

most importantly, using a 
problem solving approach. These 
techniques don't lend themselves 
to all criminal activity, but they 
do lend themselves well to the 
kinds of repetitive, quality of life 
problems affecting many of our 
neighborhoods. 

Another success that I 
will mention may not seem as 
big but it shows a 
neighborhood's intolerance of the 
"broken window." During a 
recent Cradock Civic League 
meeting, a representative from a 
local Boy Jicout Troop asked for 
help with removing graffiti from 
their building. With the help of 
alternative work programs (that 
are showcased in one of today's 
workshops), Officer Whitson 
made sure the building was 
painted on a Saturday afternoon 
this past December. Another 
warning to the disorderly — you 
will not be tolerated in Cradock. 

Other successful strategies 
include our partnerships with 
other law enforcement agencies 
such as our courts and 



commonwealth's attorney office. 
Joint operations with other law 
enforcement agencies, 
specifically the special task force 
with the FBI, which led to the 
dismantling of the River Edge 
drug gang and the more recent 
conviction of drug kingpin 
'Richard Stitt. 

And effective partnerships with 
the community which are evident 
even here today in how this 
summit is planned (by a 
committee of citizens and agency 
employees) collectively working 
for the betterment of our 
community. 

But we cannot just sit back and 
celebrate these successes. As 
chief of police, I have a vision 
for our future and to that end I 
am leading a strategic planning 
effort for us. This process is 
consistent with the city 
manager's desire that all city 
departments become high 
performance organizations. 

I promise that this process will 
be inclusive — and to 
demonstrate that, I invite you to 
attend our summit workshops 
today, "Planning for the 



Millennium" which will meet in 
the library and will give 
participants a chance to tell us 
which direction we should go. 

The entire process will take 
several months and will involve 
our employees as well as other 
citizens who will not be able to 
attend today's workshop. I hope 
to have this plan published by 
October of 1999 and make this 
our blueprint for the future. 

In closing, I urge each of you 
to enjoy the summit today and 
please take advantage of these 
very informative workshops. Our 
future hinges on all of us 
working together to make 
Portsmouth an even safer place 
to live, work, visit, conduct 
business and raise our families. 

We are all partners in this 
endeavor — me, my staff, City 
Council, other city departments 
and agencies, businesses, civic 
and service organizations and 
each and every one of you. All of 
us have a role in the issues 
facing our community. 

As Robert Kennedy once 
implored, "Each community gets 
the type of criminal it deserves, 
but it also gets the type of 
policing it insists upon."

including an Executive 
Learning Center; restaurant and 
lounge; concierge lounge; 
business center; indoor pool 
and health club; gift shop and 
parking garage for 458 
vehicles. 

More importantly, it will 
bring 300 jobs to the city, $1.5 
million in annual tax revenues 
and generate an estimated $20 
million in annual spending by 
hotel and conference center 
guests. It will provide a 
community meeting center and 
continue the downtown 
revitalization efforts. 

"This is a very important and 
historic day in the life of the 
Portsmouth people," Holley 
said. "This is significant in that 
so many Portsmouth citizens 
have had an input in the fact 
that we've finally come 
together.

"We have captured the 
vision on paper and are excited 
about this project as a partner 
to our Norfolk Waterside 
Marriott Hotel," said Richard 
M. Stormont, chairman of 
Stormont Trice. 

Fueled by what Stormont

— Marriott — officials 



emphasized the hotel's 
contribution to continued 
cooperation between the cities 
of Norfolk and Portsmouth. 

Massie touched on the 
opening of MacArthur Center 
in Norfolk that same week, 
noting Portsmouth's coming 
hotel will complement the* 
mall.

Downtown proponents such 
as Keith Toler, director of 
Portsmouth's Marketing and 
Convention Bureau, look to the 
ground breaking as the dawn of 
a new era for the city. 

It will certainly help tourism 
efforts. 

"With 250 additional 
sleeping rooms, it will increase 
our room inventory by 25 to 30 
percent," Toler said. "It'll be a 
premier product on our 
Portsmouth waterfront, which 
will be great to showcase the 
city as a meeting and leisure 
travel destination. It's a really 
big day for us."

Child abuse is a relatively unique social 
issue in that almost no one questions whether 
it's right or wrong. With abortion, gun 
control, even drugs, you have two sides to the 
coin. But it is hard to imagine anyone saying 
publicly that they condone child abuse — 
even the abusers. True, there may be some 
dispute over what crosses the line and 
constitutes "abuse." but it, goes against the 
grain of humanity to hurt an innocent, 
helpless child. 

The issue, as clear cut as it seems, is also 
one that does not necessarily draw outsiders 
in. People sit by daily across the country 
while children next door are abused 
physically, sexually and emotionally. There is 
something taboo about 'sticking our noses in 
another parent's business, even if that 
business is as sinister as harming a child. 

Child abuse and the way our country is 
reacting to it has the strength to change the 
way society interacts. 

Teachers, who share at least as much of a 
child's waking hours as most parents, are 
advised across the country to never touch 
children anymore. A hug can be misconstrued 
as sexual abuse, a pat on the back can be 
manipulated into a beating by a money- 
lusting lawyer, and taking a violent child by 
the arm to prevent harm to other students or 
the teacher can be misconstrued as an 
attack. , 

And a relatively new danger, played upon by 
children who are well aware of the change in 
society, leaves perfectly innocent, reputable 
teachers and other adults almost helpless 
against being dragged through life-changing 
court proceedings by children who falsely say 
they have been abused. 

And the saddest fact is that this is all of 
necessity. All of this madness was prompted 
by the reality that danger is present, perhaps 
fired along by the society-altering fear of 
lawsuits. 

As a society where the abuse of children has 
grown to such proportions that non-abusers 
have altered our behavior and the way 
children are raised, we should be horrified by 
what abusers are doing across the country.

Veterans closer to having new final resting place

National cemeteries are filling up rapidly as our 
large veteran population is dying off. Sen. J. Randy 
Forbes, in response to a request from area veterans, 
patroned legislation to establish a state veterans 
cemetery in the Hampton Roads area. 

It requires three separate actions by the General 
Assembly to establish a state veterans' cemetery. In 
this last General Assembly session the most 
difficult, step two, was completed when the funds 
were budgeted to purchase the land. The land should 
be purchased this year and the cemetery completed in 
2001 or early 2002. 

Sen. Forbes, the lead legislator, successfully carried 
the funding request through the Senate. Del. Glenn 
R. Croshaw patroned the funding request in the 
House of Delegates and enlisted the aid of several key 
members to overcome stiff opposition to the 
cemetery funding by anti-veteran Delegates. 

Staff members in both of the legislators offices 
give considerable credit for success to the hundreds of 
phone calls and letters from veterans and other 



supporters who deluged the members of the General 
Assembly, 

One of my own phone calls was to a key 
opponent, and his voice did not display pleasure at 
the number of calls he was getting. In my mind I 
questioned, how could he as a representative of the 
people deny this cemetery to those who had served 
him and our country at the risk of their own lives? 
Shame on him. 

I feel this combined effort was a perfect example of 
elected officials meeting the need of their constituents 
who also worked to fulfill this need. 

Thanks to the efforts of Randy Forbes, Glenn 
Croshaw and hundreds of phone callers, our veterans 
are closer to having a final resting-place of honor. 

The Virginia Department of Veterans' Affairs is 
now accepting pre-approval requests for burial in 
state cemeteries that may be used at our new 
Veterans' Cemetery once it is completed.

I thought I had enjoyed every shop- 
ping adventure until attending my 
first real auction last weekend. 

Sure, I've been to fancy auctions 
— the kind where a church or organi- 
zation gets businesses to donate ob- 
jects as a fundraiser.

Friday night I began plotting my 
trip. First I called my best girlfriend. 
Carter, who also adores the baskets, 
and she agreed to join me. 

I filled her in on the "messy" de- 
tails of the auction: a couple getting 
divorced was divesting themselves 
of everything — selling the house, 
cars, horses, furniture, dishes, col- 
lectibles, you name it, on the auction 
block. 

Since the auction would be at 10 
a.m. and Grandy, N.C. is a long haul 
from here (about 75 minutes), I prom- 
iscd to be al her doorstep at 8 a.m. 

Car gassed arid ready to go, we set 
off on our excursion with checkbooks 
in hand and a Longaberger collec- 
tors' guide. We were shooting for 
bargains. 

When we arrived, it was still a 
drippy, damp, overcast morning.

"It's going to be a long day," I 
thought. 

But I was ready for action. I'd 
made a list of the baskets I wanted 
and was sure I would get them. 

Never be sure of anything when 
you go to an auction. 

When the bidding finally got under 
way, I couldn't help but feel com- 
pelled to raise my card at some items. 

1 could kick myself for not going 
higher than $40 on a brand new (still 
in the box) sewing machine, which 
went for $50. And the antique train 
set (still in the box, too) that went for 
$65. 1 even bid on some knives that I 
thought my husband Evan would like. 
But being that I don't know the value 
of knives, I stopped at $20. 

I did, however, get him a "lot" 
consisting of three collector's light- 
ers (one silver) and a silver 
hand warmer for golf at $ 1 2.50.

A graduate of Maury High School 
and Virginia Commonwealth University, the 
Norfolk native's love affair with Virginia 
Beach started early. After 60 years, he's 
still "hopelessly addicted. 

"As a child, my parents brought me many, 
many times from our home in Norfolk for a 
day's outing in Virginia Beach. We would 
arrive early enough to stake our claim on a 
picnic pavilion at Seaside Park, change 
clothes in the bathhouse, and romp — if you 
can imagine me romping — in the surf until 
lunchtime. Let me tell you that nothing has 
ever matched the taste of those picnic 
lunches in the shade of the pavilion where 
the ocean breezes made the summer heat 
bearable," he reminisced. 

In high school, Virginia Beach's ocean- 
front remained a favorite haunt — the per- 
fect hunting grounds for a Saturday night 
date. 

"In fact, I spent most of the night there 
following my high school graduation," he 
mused. 

Four years later, Lowenthal returned to 
those old stomping grounds to become a 
teacher at Princess Anne High School. He 
found his favorite city had grown consider- 
ably — and is still growing to this day! 

Future jobs — the Army and teaching and 
news radio editing positions, both in Rich- 
mond — took Lowenthal away from Vir- 
ginia Beach for eight years. During his time 
at WRVA in Richmond, he covered such 
timely stories as the 1962 elimination of 
Virginia's poll tax. 

Sidney Kellam and his weekly newspaper, 
the Virginia Beach Sun, brought Lowenthal 
home to Tidewater again. 

In his first day on the job as managing ed- 
itor of the newspaper, he attended a news 
conference announcing the construction of 
Pembroke Mall — a new concept in shop- 
ping. 

He got a good taste for local politics 
while at the paper. 

"Cap'n Sidney was the recognized leader 
of the Virginia Beach political organization 
— revered by many, feared by some, dis- 
liked by few," Lowenthal reflected. 

After the Sun, he did an eight-year stint as 
news director at WCMS radio. Lowenthal 
joined the Beach schools in 1978 after a 
call from then-Superintendant of Schools 
Ed Brickell (a big WCMS fan) and has 
been there ever since. 

"My knowledge of politics and the area 
and so forth was building for a long time. 
I've always said that this job was where I 
was heading all my life, but I didn't know it. 
Let's face it — I did teaching, radio, news- 
paper, television, even some advertising 
and public relations. Suddenly, it all came 
home to roost in this job." 
And it's his ideal job, too. 
"I have never left, and I have never want- 
ed to. This was where I belong. I knew it 
then, and I know it today. I can tell you with 
equivocation that I love what I do," he said. 
The job isn't without its aggravations, be- 
cause "a public relations job in the public 
sector is both frustrating and rewarding," 
Lowenthal contended. 

But "that's the nature of the beast," he 
added. 

Lowenthal has watched Virginia Beach's 
public schools grow from infancy, to adoles- 
cence, to maturity. 

"How fortunate I am to have been a part 
of it aft!" he enthused.

dial's career with the school system. He pre- 
dicts he'll retire by year's end with wife 
Louise, founder of the Governor's School for 
the Arts, and they'll travel the world. 
Lowenthal expects he will probably contin- 
ue to do workshops and seminars for the Na- 
tional School Public Relations Association, 
an organization which he once served as 
president. 

He leaves behind a distinguished career of 
service to the schools and community.

Herb sale has sweet 
taste of success

What's more lovely than a rose 
and sweeter than sugar? 

If you give up, the answer is 
the herbs that will be available at 
St. Martha's Herb Garden Circle, 
scheduled for Saturday from 9 
a.m. to noon at Eastern Shore 
Chapel. 

This year, the members of the 
Herb Garden Circle will feature 
stevia rebaudiana, an ultrasweet 
sugar substitute from the 
Paraguay highlands. Lavendar, 
the 1999 herb of the year, will 
also be available in several vari- 
eties. 

If you're addicted to this showy 
plant with the beautiful blooms 
and the delightful scent, you'll be 
in heaven amid the many types 
of creeping and upright lavendars 
that will produce blue, lavendar 
or pink blooms. 

Of course, the traditional En- 
glish lavendars, mints, and culi- 
nary herbs will also be available 
for sale. Linda Xenakis of Lin- 
da's Garden, who is supplying 
the herbs, said that about 2,700 
herbs will be for sale. 

Xenakis, owner of Linda's Gar- 
den at Parmer's Market, said that 
the basils, rosemary, thyme, 
sage and parsley are always hot 
sellers. This year, however, a 
newcomer is the runaway hit. 

Stevia rebaudiana, which has 
been used by the native Ameri- 
cans in Paraguay, Brazil and Ar- 
gentina for centuries, has just 
been approved for use in this 
country. It was widely used as a 
sugar substitute in England dur- 
ing World War II, and it has been 
used in Japan since the 1950s It 
was banned in this country pend- 
ing the results of tests by the 
Food and Drug Administration 
that showed it to be save. The 
dried green leaves of this plant, 
Xenakis said, are "10 to 15 times 
sweeter than sugar" and virtually 
calorie-free. 

Xenakis, who dries the leaves, 
grinds them in a blender and uses 
them in her own recipes, said 
that one-and-one-half lo two ta- 
blespoons are equivalent to a cup 
of sugar. 

"My daughter, who's in 
Paraguay with the Peace Corps, 
uses it in all of her recipes," said 
Joni Bateman, a member of East- 
em Shore Chapel. 



The sun-loving plant is a ten- 
der perennial which loves hot 
weather but needs to be protected 
during Virginia Beach winters. "I 
had some plants outside, and lost 
them," Xenakis said, "but I had 
others that wintered over in an 
unhealed greenhouse." 

The herb has become wildly 
popular among local herb enthu- 
siasts, said Xenakis, who added 
that she's had several customers 
come into her shop asking for it. 

Lavendar, which was picked by 
the International Herb Society to 
be this year's herb of the year, is 
also so popular that "it's hard to 
find this year," Xenakis said. 
She'll have several types avail- 
able at Saturday's herb sale, in- 
cluding the upright lavendars that 
grow better here than English 
lavendar. 

"The upright lavendars do bet- 
ter in this area," Xenakis 
said,"because the English laven- 
dars are more sprawling, they 
grow along the ground," 

The moisture in heavy, clay 
soil tends to rot this plant, 
which craves sunlight, heat and 
dry conditions. 

Lavendars cannot tolerate much 
moisuture, Xenakis cautioned, 
and should be planted in a dry, 
sunny spot. 

"A base of sand will help them 
tremendously," she said. "Many 
people around here loselavendar 
because they put it in a wet 
spot." For the best results, 
plant it around rocks or gravel, 
with a sand base in a very hot, 
sunny spot. 

"It grows really well around a 
concrete driveway because that 
concrete attracts the heat," Xe- 
nakis said. 

The ladies at Eastern Shore 
Chapel, who have held this herb 
sale each year since 1994, grow 
their own lavendars, rosemary 
and Angelica in the church's herb 
garden. They've grown the herbs 
since 1992 "because we had a 
spot (in the churchyard) that no- 
body wanted to fool with," said 
Ruth Hunter, who is involved in 
coordinating the sale. 

Proceeds from the herb sale 
will go to the church's building 
fund and to various charities that 
are supported by St. Martha's 

Herb Garden Circle. The sale 
will be held at the church, locat- 
ed at 2020 Laskin Road.

Busciglio said the project began 
with a group of Catholic churches, 
but it soon became too big for one 
organization.

He had just re- 
ceived his commercial real estate li- 
cense and was talking graduate 
class in divinity. Something went 
wrong, and Qualtieri is in constant 
pain. He takes strong medicine 
daily just to to cope with daily 
life.

soccer General Manager Jack 
Ankerson. 

The Mariners are one of the main 
tenants of the facility, which pays 
its annual operating expenses and 
$100,000 in rent. The Mariners 
also paid about $1.2 million in 
construction costs for the structure. 

"People need to give the Sport- 
splex the opportunity to become 
the asset tor the city that I know it 
will. There is a lot of short-term 
thinking, but in the long-term this 
will be a very important part of the 
big picture for Virginia Beach." 

He said last year's rough start of 
delays due to vandalism and weath- 
er should be put in the past, and 
residents need to look forward. 

"There will always be nay-sayers, 
but as this place continues to 
evolve it will prove them wrong." 

The Sportsplex is also.home to 
the Hampton Roads Sharks, a 
semi-professional football team, 
and the Hampton Roads Piranhas, a 
professional women's soccer team. 

Controversy came earlier this 
year when city officials raised the 



usage fees for the two teams from 
$2,000 to nearly $3,000 per game, 
The Sharks and Piranhas would 
also have to pay fees for custodial 
services and security. 

"Things will work out," said Vir- 
ginia Beach spokesperson Emma 
Inman. 

"Everything is new and evolving. 
We plan to garner revenue from 
hosting a number of sporting 
events here throughout the year, 
and are aggressive in our sports 
marketing of the facility. This is a 
wonderful facility for the commu- 
nity and people across the region."

The Race at the Base is 
reminiscent of airport races of the 
early 1930s, and the Oceana design 
resembles the internationally 
renowned Sebring track near 
Orlando and the Firebird 
International outside Phoenix. 

Because of the condition of the 
airstrip, cars should approach 
speeds of 1 80 mph, said Thumel, 
who will compete in his 1962 
Triumph TR4. 

"It's very smooth, so it's very 
fast," he said. "We can 
accommodate Can- Am cars — very 
sophisticated cars from the '70s," 
he said. "They won't get all torn 
up using this track. Cars that have 
very low ground clearance will be 
very effective on this track." 

And because the track has no 
hills, spectators will enjoy an 
unobstructed view from the 
bleachers that will be erected along 
the course. 

Race organizers also have made 
sure that safety and speed go hand 
in hand. 

More than 1,400 feet of Jersey 
Barrier — the 6,000-pound concrete 
barriers used on Route 44 — has 
been donated by E.V. Williams 
Co. of Virginia Beach, 

There will be a flag station at 
every corner manned with a 
volunteer from the District of 
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Columbia chapter of the Sports 
Car Club of America; a track 
doctor will be on hand; and 
Virginia Beach Fire and Ambulance 
will provide an ambulance. 

The cars include safety harnesses 
and rollbars to protect the drivers, 
who all wear fire-retardant suits. 

"It's frowned upon if you bend a 
fender," Thumel said. "The name of 
his game is to enjoy them, drive 
them hard, but not hurt them or 
our competitors." 

Thumel admitted road racing is 
not for everyone. Car-to-car contact 
— one of the reasons that stock-car 
oriented NASCAR has become 
such a huge spectator sport — is 
prohibited. 

Also, vintage drivers earn no 
prize money. 

Still, "I think it would be 
awesome if you could attract a 
nationwide spectator crowd to 
Virginia Beach," he said. 

The event should provide a boost 
to the Virginia Beach economy 
before the traditional tourist season 
starts. 

More than 1 00 hotel rooms had 
been rented by racers and their fans 
by late last week, according to 
James B. Ricketts, director of the 
Virginia Beach Department of 
Convention and Visitor 
Development 

He hopes Race at the Base will 
one day mirror the success of a 
similar event held at a San Diego 
naval base. That race drew more 
than 15,000 fans. 

"It's an off-season event, which 
helps us," Ricketts said. "We need 
to have more business in the 
spring and fall. The vision is to 
develop Virginia Beach into a year- 
round vacation destination." 
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Re-enactors recall Virgnia secesion at Lynnhaven House

As late as April 4, 1861, Vir- 
ginia had rejected secession from 
the Union by voting two to one 
against it, but that sentiment soon 
shifted. . 

Only two weeks later, the 
South's traditional leader chose the 
alternate route of secession. 

At an encampment at the historic 
Lynnhaven House in Virginia 
Beach, Civil War re-enactors with 
the 3rd Virginia Voluntary Infantry 
Regiment commemorated Virgini- 
a's withdrawal from the Federal 
government on April 17, 1861. 

Richard Greathouse, event coordi- 
nator with the 3rd Virginia, set the 
scene for encampment visitors. 

"Today is the 138th anniversary 
of the secession of Virginia from 
the Northern states," said 
Greathouse. "As of this moment, 
the Commonwealth of Virginia is 
now the nation of Virginia unto it- 
self." 

At this point in history, Virginia 
was! not formerly aligned with ei- 
ther the Southern States or the 
Northern States. It would be weeks 
before Virginia opted to join the 
Confederacy. 

This act of secession was ulti- 
mately ratified by a state-wide refer- 
endum that was held on May 23. 

At the Lynnhaven House, 
Greathouse and his re-enactment 
outfit portrayed a unit called the 
Union Guard (attached to the 3rd 
Virginia) which was comprised of 
Irishmen from Deep Creek who 
were led by Captain Francis 
Michael Faith. 

"We're representing the Union 
Guard which had disbanded in 18S9 
but because of secession had re- 
formed," said Greathouse. 

Mike Hendrick, who depicted 
Captain Faith, characterized the 
men of the Union Guard as first 
and second generation Irish who 
came to America in the 1 840's. 

"They were from Deep Creek 
which was in Norfolk County," re- 
called Hendrick. "They worked on 
the flat boats that went up and 
down the George Washington 
Canal from Elizabeth City and into 
Portsmouth." 

Eventually, the Union Guard 
went on the serve during the Civil 
War with the 9th Virginia from 
Portsmouth. 

"What we're representing this 
weekend is the eve of secession," 
commented Hendrick. 

Officially, the information 
that Virginians had voted to secede 
was withheld until April 19. 

"So that Virginia troops could be 
placed in key positions to seize the 
Gosport Shipyard and the Harper's 
Ferry Arsenal," explained Hendrick. 

Initially, the Union Guard was 



deployed to secure key road inter- 
sections and scout along Chesa- 
peake Bay for advantageous ar- 
tillery positions to protect the bay 
from Federal ships. 

"We don't know whether any 
troops were actually camped here 
(Lynnhaven House site) or not," 
admitted Hendrick candidly. 

"Princess Anne County tbrmed 
four infantry companies — 
Princess Anne County Grays, the 
Seaboard Rifles, and Princess Anne 
County Patriots — which were 
part of the 6th Virginia and the 
41st Virginia," Hendrick said. 

Virginians were divided on the 
issue of secession. 

"The Marion Rifles was a good 
example," said Greathouse. "When 
it came to vote for whether to se- 
cede or stay independent, they de- 
cided to remain independent." 

"Not everybody was going to fall 
in lockstep. It was a free nation," 
Greathouse observed. 

"But once Virginia as a whole 
made that decision [secession], the 
men went with that decision and 
their state," added Hendrick. 

Capt. Faith and 1 st Sgt. Michael 
O'Bannon both wore ribbons to 
show their support for secession.

"There are two in existence; they 
are called secession ribbons," said 
Mike Rippl who portrayed 1st 
Sergeant O'Bannon. 

"There is the one like the captain 
is wearing which is a circular rib- 
bon with a Virginia button in the 
middle," said Rippl pointing in 
Hendrick's direction. "And then 
there's the black folded ribbon with 
the white and, again, a Virginia 
button on it." 

"They were very popular in all 
the southern states, there are only 
two that we know of in existence. 
They are, I believe, in the Museum 
of the Confederacy in Richmond," 
Rippl noted. 

"Virginia was an independent na- 
tion for right at about a month. 
They left the Union because Lin- 
coln called for 75,000 volunteers 
from Virginia to put down the re- 
bellion," said Rippl. 

"Virginia could not stand against 
her fellow Southern States," he 
said. "Virginia left the Union but 
did not join the Confederacy until 
May of '61." 



Although there was consid- 
erable rejoicing and celebrating 
when Virginia declared her indepen- 
dence, it was also a time of mixed 
emotions: relief, elation, and uncer- 
tainty. 

"Nobody knew what the future 
would bring. The Federal forces 
were gathering north in the Wash- 
ington City area. Upwards of 
70,000 troops were out there 
drilling," said Greathouse. 

Those in the 3rd Virginia were 
keenly aware of the Federal forces 
being prepared to suppress the re- 
bellious Southern States. Men 
from Maryland came south to join 
the 3rd Virginia. 

"One company of the 3rd Vir- 
ginia was made up the majority of 
people from Baltimore, Maryland," 
Greathouse noted. "And that was 
not uncommon." 

In addition to the military en- 
campment, there was also a sepa- 
rate civilian encampment on the 
Lynnhaven House grounds. The 
camp followers and those support- 
ing the army were situated outside 
the military compound. 

Camp followers were a combina- 
tion of types: wives as well as 
other family members, merchants, 
tradesmen and prostitutes. 

"Among the camp followers were 
the sutlers. They were a mercantile 
type of arrangement; they provided 
the things, other than the uni- 
forms, that the soldiers would have 
needed," he explained. 

"Writing paper, games, 
cards.. ..special things." 

"There were, of course, the hook- 
ers," Greathouse grinned. "That 
name came from General Hooker 
who had camp followers. That's 
how they got the name hooker," he 
said . 

"There were also tailors who 
would take an ill-fitting uniform 
and make it fit better," Greathouse 
added 

Wives and family members of 
the soldiers were camp followers as 
well. Irene Owens husband served 
with the Union Guard. 

"We decided to come out and join 
our men and celebrate with them 
— bring them some sweets and 
some food and just have a festive 
atmosphere," said Owens. 

While the general atmosphere in 
the civilian encampment was fes- 
tive, there were worries and doubts 
about the future. The women feared 
for the lives of their men, they had 
some anxiety over their farms and 
plantations and worried about slave 
uprisings. 

While their concern was both ob- 
vious and realistic, their outlook 
perhaps was overly optimistic. 

"Two or three months and the 
fighting will be over," said one 
young wife.

"With our men and the winning 
of Gosport, I feel the war should be 
very short," said another. "Actual- 
ly, I'm hoping six months." 

When Virginia seceded from the 
Union on April 17, 1861, uncer- 
tainty, fear, and hope were the or- 
ders of the day. 

When Gen. Robert E. Lee surren- 
dered the Army of Northern Vir- 
ginia on April 9, 1865 at Appo- 
mattox, the 3rd Virginia Regiment 
of Volunteer Infantry was there. 
The 3rd Virginia surrendered three 
officers and 56 men. 

At Appomattox, there was little 
hope left. Only uncertainly and fear 
prevailed.

SEJGA founder Gregory Hunt 
believes that his organization 
provides youths with a way to get 
on to the links. 

"The majority of our kids are 
from low-income families," he 
said. "It's exposure. They get a 
chance to get out and see other 
things. This atmosphere does a lot 
for them." 

Hunt said the popularity of PGA 
phenom Tiger Woods has made the 
game more accessible to African- 
Americans and other minorities, 
but believes there should be more 
programs like the SEJGA. 

"We need more disciples other 
than me, to do what I'm doing," he 
said. "In order for us to make any 
substantial gain in this sport, we 
have to attack it from every angle. 
We have to get involved in every 
aspect of the game." 

Spalding has shown its 
commitment by annually donating 
more than 25,000 golf clubs to 
junior golf programs across the 
country this year. 



"It's important to support junior 
golf," said Spalding territory 
manager R.D. Dintaman, who 
attended Saturday's ceremony. 
"Any time you start kids out 
young, it helps. A lot of kids are 
more interested in golf than there 
used to be. 

'Traditionally, golf had the same 
middle-age people who dominated 
the game," he said. "We've started 
to find that with younger role 
models, the kids can relate to them. 
"We want to get clubs in the 
kids' hands so they have an 
opportunity to experience the game 
of golf and see if it's a game they 
enjoy," Dintaman said. 

Jonathan Harris got that chance 
Saturday. The 16-year-old Green 
Run High School sophomore took 
home one of the bags of clubs for 
his efforts. 

He got involved in the SEJGA 
when after moving to Virginia 
Beach from Jacksonville Beach, 
Fla. in October. 

"Golf gives kids an opportunity 
to do something they wouldn't 
normally be able to do," said 
Harris, who started playing golf in 
1996. "Later in life, it will be 
good, because it allows them to 
succeed. 

"Patience — that's the one think 
I learned from this game," he said. 
"And, practice makes perfect."

One of the fastest growing ex- 
treme motor sports in the United 

States made a pit stop in Virginia 

Beach this weekend. 
Moto Cross and ATV racers hit 

the beach and raced against each 

other in the sand near 5th street. 
Two-hundred-ninety professional, 

novice and amateur riders signed up 

to race in 36 different classes, ac- 
cording to Joe Williams, president 

of JMX racing, promoter of the 

event. 
'The classes are based on age, 

rider ability and bike size," said 

Williams. 
Trophies were awarded to the top 

five finishers in Moto Cross, while 
cash prizes were awarded in the 
ATV categories. 
Virginia Beach's public relations 

firm BeachEvents conceived the 
idea of having the races on the 
beach, according to Danielle Bat- 
dorf, an employee of BeachEvents. 
"We had so much success with the 
monster truck event last fall that 
we wanted to try and have another 
motor event on the beach, but this 
time in the spring," said Batdorf. 

"We bounced around a couple of 
ideas and decided on Moto Cross, 
then we called with Joe Williams," 
she said. "We're pleased with the 
turn out." 

Williams has been involved with 
Moto Cross for 25 years, 15 years 
as a racer and 10 years as a pro- 
moter. He decided to take his love 
for the sport and make a living at 
it. 

Today he promotes about 40 
races a year, but this is the first 
time he's designed a course on the 
beach. 

"I've held races in the sand, but 
never on a beach," he said. 

Bubba Bernhardt drove from 
Richmond with his wife and his 
two sons. 

"I love racing, but I don't care 
too much for racing on the beach," 
he said. "The engines are air cooled 
and no air gets to the engine to 
cool them off. I've never had this 
problem on dirt tracks." 

Bernhardt placed third in his race 
while his son, Tripp, 13, placed 
second in the 80 cc category, and 
Matt, 9, placed third in the 60 cc 
category respectively. 

But Bernhardt isn't too interested 
in results as much as he is in his 
family having fun. 

"This gives the kids something 
to look forward to," he said. "It's a 
family thing, we all travel together 
and we meet a lot of nice people." 

Bernhardt said he and his family 
travel to about two races a month. 

"There are 34 races on the sched- 
ule and we try to make about 20 a 
year," he said. "Every time we go 
out it sets me back about $250, 
and that's if nothing breaks. I'm 
lucky to have sponsors," he said. 

Cathryn Bernhardt said she does- 
n't worry about the safety of her 
sons when they race. 

"The equipment they wear makes 
it safe and they've been properly 
trained to ride. They've been hurt 
worse playing baseball," she said. 
"I let them ride because it chal- 
lenges my sons physically and 
mentally." 

Earl Buttner II agrees. 

He drove 250 from West Virginia 
with his 14-year-old son Earl But- 
tner III to enter him in the race. 

"He used to stay inside and play 
video games all the time, then a 
kid in the neighborhood got a bike 
and my son took an interest," he 
said. "I bought him a small bike to 
get him outside and away from the 
house.'' 

The son placed first in his cate- 
gory even though this was his first 
race. "He was a little nervous at 
first, but now he's just out there 
having fun," said Buttner. 

Fun is what it's all about accord- 
ing to Williams. 

"It's fun for the kids because it 
teaches them responsibility, disci- 
pline and organizational skills," he 
said.

Beach votes on transit merger 
Tuesday; Chesapeake says no

As City Council prepared to vote next 
Tuesday on the merger of The Peninsula 
Transportation District Commission 
(Pentran) and the Tidewater Transporta- 
tion District Commission (TRT) next 
Tuesday, the Chesapeake City Council 
dealt the merger its first real blow. 

Tuesday night by a tie vote, that coun- 
cil defeated a resolution which would 
have authorized the merger. Chesapeake 
Councilman Gene Waters said Tuesday 
that he had already asked for a reconsider- 
ation of the vote at the next council 
meeting on May II. 

So far the cities of Suffolk, Norfolk 
and Portsmouth have approved ihe merg- 
er. Votes by Hampton and Newport 
News councils are scheduled for next 
#eek. 

At a Virginia Beach workshop Tues- 
day, Leslie L. Lilley, city attorney pre- 
sented a change to a provision in the cost 



allocation agreement, which he said, "Is 
your Bible." 

He explained that it can't be changed 
without coming back to council. 

The current provision is that dedicated 
revenues such as a tax on gasoline would 
be allocated by the new organization, the 
Hampton Roads Transportation District 
Commission (HRTDC), the proposed 
provision would have dedicated revenues 
(no source such as the gas tax, is indicat- 
ed) generated in each participating city 
shall be allocated to that participating 
city unless the governing body authorizes 
an alternative allocation. 

Councilman Louis R. Jones said that 
according to the proposal, the transit 
commission can make decisions without 
the approval of the respective councils. 

Lilley said that the commission has a 
great authority to bind council. Be sure 
you are informed of what is going on and 
make your views known. 

Vice Mayor William D.^Sessoms Jr., 



who represents council, with councilman 
Don Weeks, on the TRT commission, 
said that guidance has to be given to the 
commission. He said that the TRT has 
managed well for many years, rather suc- 
cessfully. 

Councilwoman Barbara Henley said 
that up to this point transit issues have 
been moderate. She said that often at 
commission meetings, as much as she 
tried to find out, items were added that 
were not on the agenda and the commis- 
sioner may vote without the benefit of 
council guidance. 

She said that once the entity gets estab- 
lished with a 15-member commission — 
to be expanded to 17 members with Gen- 
eral Assembly representation — even 
with a two-thirds majority required in 
some instances, Virginia Beach can vote 
against a change and the change will still 
come about. 

Lilley then said, "The cost allocation 
agreement is your Bible — it can't be 



changed without coming back to 
council." The city will still have control 
of funding because a city cannot be made 
to fund things it doesn't want. "You have 
to keep an eye on what the individual 
commissioner can do." 

Dale Castellow, transit planner in the 
Planning Department, said that in north- 
ern Virginia, they have the same battles, 
the same contracts and the same issues. 
The cost allocation agreement there is 
similar. Under the dedicated revenue pro- 
vision, he said, the commission -there 
does as it sees fit. The Chesapeake staff 
had recommended approving the merger 
while reserving the ability to consider the 
change proposed by Virginia Beach. 

Taxes other than a gas tax have been 
mentioned as revenue generators. That's 
why, city manager James K. Spore said, 
the city asked for a dedicated tax without 
specifying as.

The two have been in the area for 
two months, and the Race at the Base 
was a perfect diversion. 

"Working all the time, you're look- 
ing for things to do," Compton said. 
"We really enjoyed looking at some of 
these cars." 

The social nature of the event is 
what made Race at the Base so special, 
said Chuck Botwright, general man- 
ager of race sponsor Abacus Racing of 
Virginia Beach, whose team brought 
five cars to Oceana. 

"For the people who don't get a 
chance to participate, it's quite a treat 
to wander through the paddock and talk 
to the drivers and crews," said the Vir- 
ginia Beach resident, who took to the 
track in a 1958 Elva Courier. 

"At a lot of races, you aren't able to 
get right up next to the cars." 

Access isn't the only reason why the 
SVRA is so different from the most 
popular spectator sport in the U.S., 
stock car racing.

Committee recommends planning 
for aging infrastructure maintenance

Virginia Beach's infrastructure may be 
needing a facelift, but the urgency isn't 
so great as it is in other cities. 

Clarence Warnstaff, acting director of 
Public Works, presenting a report of the 
Committee on Aging Infrastructure, told 



City Council at a workshop Tuesday, 
that while a plan is recommended to keep 
infrastructure in top shop, Virginia Beach 
isn't as bad off as other cities. It is still a 
young city, he said, and has built quality 
infrastructure. 

He said that Cincinnati, Ohio, a city 
smaller than Virginia Beach, has more 



than twice the need. 

However, over 10 years, he said, the 
city has spent $33.8 million beyond 
what was reimbursed by VDOT for main- 
tenance and repair, not counting VDOT 
projects. 

Many of the older cities, he said are in 
a crisis situation. 



The city's total current replacement 
value of its infrastructure is estimated at 
$5.38 billion. This includes 3, 1 50 lane 
miles of road pavement, 2,355 miles of 
sidewalk, 2,753 miles of sewer and water 
lines, 83 schools and 204 public build- 
ings.

Anyone who has loved or traveled 
in Europe or Japan is struck by the 
advantages of rail, long lost in 
America. Ef- 
ficient mass 
transit at af- 
fordable 
rates keeps 
those cul- 
tures out- 
and-about 
and commu- 
nally bound 
in a way we 
have not 
known since 
the first half 
of this cen- 
tury. Rail not 
efficiently 
moves 
people to and 
from work, but to places of recre- 
ation, shopping, sight-seeing, enter- 
tainment and into theirpublic squares. 
But few of their trains are the clean, 
environmentally-friendly new light 
rail of the future. The Japanese have 
just perfected a train that runs above 
the track with no friction whatsoever, 
one that can travel as fast as 350 miles 
per hour. 

At last our nation is waking up to' 
the ground it has lost by chaining 
itself exclusively to polluting cars 
and their intendant need to asphalt 
over our green space. City after city is 
rushing to develop metro systems, 
not only to move people but to im- 
prove their environment and quality 
of life. 

Make no mistake, light rail is the 
wave of the future. Regions who 
refuse to modernize will be left be- 



hind in the competition for prime 
businesses or other major employers.

And its not just roads that gobble 



up green space, think of the asphalt 
we lay for parking alone. Not that 
there is ever enough parking, no mat- 
ter how much we concrete over our 
world. Add to that the carbon monox- 
ide the rush hour traffic pours into 
our atmosphere. Of course, we could 
just stop growing — but then we 
would face recession, unemployment 
and a loss of prosperity. 

Chesapeake has been given a 
golden opportunity to benefit from 
the vast federal funds foolishly turned 
down by the Beach. Those funds, 
which are part of the federal 
government's effort to modernize 
America's infrastructure for the 21st 
century, will not be available at some 
later date. 

Under the current proposal the fed- 
eral government would pay half the 
cost to construct a light rail system 
linking Chesapeake with Norfolk, 
Portsmouth and the Norfolk Naval 
Base, with the Commonwealth pick- 
ing up another quarter. The remain- 
ing quarter is to be paid by the locali- 
ties, meaning you and me. 

Chesapeake has always been head- 
and-shoulders above other cities in 
Hampton Roads when it comes to 
investing in its future. That is one 
reason why our public schools are the 
best in the region and among the best 
in the state. And, quality of life is not 
some throw-away issue in Chesa- 
peake — it's right at the top of the list. 
Light rail would surely cost us all a 
few more cents at the gas tank or for 
some other widely-used service. But 
those pennies represent an invest- 
ment in our future and the preserva- 
tion of ourquality of life. Personally, 
I think our children are worth it!

School horror 
is indicative of 
larger problem 

Perhaps we will never know what 
prompted Columbine High School 
students Eric Harris and Dylan 
Klebold to kill 12 classmates and a 
teacher. 
Most of the 
media say 
that the mur- 
dered teens 
and adult 
were "gun- 
ned down," 
but the per- 
petrators also 
used hand 
grenades and 
other explo- 
sives. 

It sounds 
better to the 
gun control 
crowd to say 
— — — — — that they 
were "gun- 
ned down." It 
makes no difference what was used 
when 13 innocent people are dead. 
Instead of spending the time trying to 
trace the history of the weapons, it 
seems that the time could be better 
spent trying to find out why they did 
it. 

Disintegration of the family and 
the decline of values could be the 
cause. The decline of the American 
family is indeed a major component 
of the death of conscience and the 
unprecedented rise of remorseless. 
The impact of the loss of values 
can be seen in every area of our lives. 
One place where it recently became 
particularly visible is in sports. 

The old way of letting athletic ex- 
cellence and sportsmanship deter- 
mine the outcome of sporting events 
has given way to the idea of altering 
the outcome of competition by crimi- 
nally assaulting the athlete.

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City does well in 
General Assembly's 
Reconvened Session

With the General Assembly re- 
cently meeting in Richmond for the 
Reconvened or Veto Session, we now 
have the final word on the city's 
successes in the 1999 General As- 
sembly Ses- 
sion. 

Thanks to 
our delega- 
tion, we ac- 
complished 
the vast ma 
jority of tr j 
legislative is- 
sues identi- 
fied by City 
Council to be 
addressed by 
the General 
Assembly 
when it met 
in January 
and Febru- 
ary. 
The big 
— — — — — news this 
year was the 
state keeping 
the promises made many years ago to 
localities. 

For instance, the General Assem- 
bly had pledged to provide substan- 
tial state aid to local law enforcement 
in lieu of localities being able to an- 
nex additional land. 

However, because of economic 
conditions, the state capped reim- 
bursement to localities approximately 
10 years ago. Therefore, Virginia 
Beach has lost more than $100 mil- 
lion in expected revenue from the 
Commonwealth in the last 10 years. 
This year theGeneral Assembly com- 
mitted to fully funding House Bill 
599, which will result in the city 
receiving approximately $9.7 mil- 
lion in addition to our existing appro- 
priation beginning in the next fiscal 
year. 

These funds must be used for law 
enforcement purposes which, in Vir- 
ginia Beach's case, may mean fund- 
ing for a new jail, a detention facility 
and replacement of our aging public 
safety radio system. 

Also, the General Assembly is now 
sharing more of the lottery profits 
with localities. The lottery returns 
approximately $320 million a year to 
the Commonwealth which, until now, 
has been placed in the General Fund. 
With Gov. Jim Gilmore's leader- 
ship, local governments will begin to 
receive 40 percent of the lottery prof- 
its this year. This will mean approxi- 
mately $9.8 million for the city this 
fiscal year and $9.7 million next fis- 
cal year. 

City Council and the Virginia 
Beach School Board have signed an 
agreement to allocate all of the lot- 
tery proceeds from the Common- 
wealth to school construction. We 
would have preferred the House of 
{Delegates' version of the Lottery Pro- 
ceeds Bill that would have returned 
1 00 percent of the lottery proceeds to 
local governments. This would have 
provided Virginia Beach with ap- 
proximately $21 million a year be- 
ginning next year. Nevertheless, we 
are very thankful for the $9 million a 
year that we will be receiving. 

We were also quite successful in 
receiving funds for the non-state agen- 
cies. The Marine Science Museum 
was appropriated $1 million over the 
biennium during the 1998 General 
Assembly Session, which was in- 
creased by one-half million dollars 
this year by Gilmore. 

The General Assembly added an- 
other half million dollars foratotal of 
$2 million over the biennium. How- 
ever, Gilmore used the power of the 
Reconvened Session to reduce ap- 
propriated funds to the Marine Sci- 
ence Museum by $250,000, there- 
fore we will be receiving a total of 
$1.75 million. 

A similar situation occurred with 
the Contemporary Art Center of Vir- 
ginia. We were able to have $250,000 
added by the General Assembly for 
this facility. However, Gilmore re- 
duced this funding by $125,000 and 
the reducliojpvas approved by the 
General Assembly. 
The city was successful in having 



emergency legislation adopted that 
would allow the governor to sign an 
agreement with the federal govern- 
ment to obtain funding for cleanup 
expenses resulting from Hurricane 
Bonnie. Thanks to Sen. Schrock and 
Del. Wagner, this legislation passed 
early in the session and approximately 
$6.5 million was allocated to the city 
for hurricane cleanup costs. 

Other issues that we received some 
successes on were those dealing with 
the operation, maintenance and con- 
structionof juvenile detention homes. 
The Code of Virginia states that the 
General Assembly can participate in 
up to 50 percent of the cost of a 
juveniledetention facility. City Coun- 
cil is pursuing the construction of a 
new facility. However, the General 
Assembly has capped the amount of 
money going to localities to $52,000 
per bed. 

The estimated cost of the facility, 
based on state standards, is approxi- 
mately $1 64,000 per bed. Therefore, 
the General Assembly is participat- 
ing in less than one-third of the cost 
of construction of the facility, as op- 
posed to 50 percent, which is a differ- 
ence of $3 million for the 90-bed 
facility under consideration for con- 
struction. Sen. Stolle and Del. 
McDonnell attempted to have legis- 
lation passed that would guarantee 
we would receive the 50 percent fund- 
ing. 

However, that legislation was de- 
feated.

The senator and delegate were suc- 
cessful in having a study enacted 
wherein the General Assembly wilt 
determine what contributions will be 
made to these types of facilities. We 
had a very similar issue concerning 
operation and maintenance of juve- 
nile detention facilities, in that the 
State Code allows up to 50 percent 
reimbursement, but the state is reim- 
bursing much less than that. 

Also, the state will not reimburse 
the cost for children retained over the 
rated capacity of the facility. We be- 
lieve this is not appropriate. This 
issue will be studied between now 
and October. 

Finally, Del. Croshaw added lan- 
guage to the budget bill that calls for 
the completion of a safety study of 
the firing range at Camp Pendleton. 
This language also restricts the Na- 
tional Guard from entering into agree- 
ments to lease Camp Pendleton with- 
out the approval of the General As- 
sembly and the Governor's Office. 
Prior to this legislation, the Na- 
tional Guard was the only state agency 
that could enter into long-term leases 
without the approval of any other 
part of the government. Del. 
Croshaw's legislation is very much 
appreciated. 

Again, we had an exceptionally 
successful General Assembly Ses- 
sion with the members of our delega- 
tion being extremely influential. The 
lottery and House Bill 599 actions 
help to change, in very fundamental 
ways, the relationship between local 
governments and the state. 

The lottery proceeds allocated to 
localities will certainly go a long way 
toward helping us address school 
construction needs and the funds pro- 
vided by House Bill 599 is very much 
needed to assist us in keeping our city 
the safest of its size in the country.'

Up close and personal 
Susan CorBitt: Storyzueaver

The ability to weave a story and hold 
other people's interest — particularly a 
dozen squirming 3-year-olds — is a talent 
as intricate as tatting delicate lace. 

You can keep it simple or go for details, 
details, details. 

Susan Corbitt has that skill, plus she 
makes a living doing it. 

A graduate of Princess Anne High School 
and James Madison University, the Chesa- 
peake resident started out as a teacher but 
has ended up telling tales. 

Her career path is a story in itself, but she 
said it's not all that uncommon in Hampton 
Roads. Norfolk even boasts a story league. 

"My eyes are really beginning to open up 
at how many people are doing this," said 
Corbitt, the staff storyteller at the Virginia 
Beach Public Library's Central and Great 
Neck branches. "There are even national or- 
ganizations for storytellers. You'll see them 
once you open yourself to it." 

Corbitt always liked to tell stories, but 
never imagined one day it would be her 
calling. 

"I remember the first stories I used to tell 
were to my boyfriend's boyfriends about 
their dog. I'd just make 'em up. I liked to 
have people ask me questions and see how 
far I could take it before they would say 
"That's not true!'" she smiled. 

As a teacher, Corbitt would make up sto- 
ries centered around her students and their 
adventures. But she prefers to know her sub- 
jects first before creating tales about them. 

"So I taught school for eight years — first 
and eighth grades — but didn't know what 
fun preschool children were. That was a 
whole new world for me. With young chil- 
dren you have to abandon yourself and just 
go with the flow." 

As a church educator, storytelling also 
came naturally for Corbitt, who attends 
Kempsville Presbyterian. Then someone 
suggested she start telling stories at parties, 
so Corbitt tried. 

"I got so excited about that that someone 
at a recreation center had me do a workshop 
on storytelling. Some reporter saw it, did an 
article on me — really before I got going — 
and that was it. It's kind of funny," she 
mused. "That article got me some more 
jobs." 

Later, Corbitt heard that the then-new Vir- 
ginia Beach Central Library was looking fa- 
staff storytellers. 

"I was the right person at the right time," 
she said. "I've been there since. I don't 
know of any other library system that does 
storytelling." 

Corbitt has been on the job offering 
preschool storytimes since Central Library 
opened in January 1988. 

"I've been there so long that I'm seeing 
third siblings," she laughed. 

"I'm seeing then grow up. It's nice to see 
the storytimes are a family tradition. Here 
comes another one — the mom is pregnant 
and I know I'll see that baby in a few years. 
At 2 the children won't hardly look at me. 
They're fearful, but they start coming about- 
naturally. By the time they're 4 or 5 they 
don't want their mom or dad there. They see 
it as their time. But when they get out of my 
class they kind of see me as the 'baby 
teacher.' I've seen so many children grow 
up." 

To prepare for storytimes Corbitt has a 
vast librar at home with shelves lined with 
children's books. Above the living room 
door is a sign that sums up her philosophy: 
"Live Well. Laugh Often. Love Much." 

Corbitt's persona echoes that — she's nat- 
urally warm, caring and sharing. When she 
sees little ones are getting squirmy with a 
particular story, she knows how to "tweak" 
it just so. She insists there's no set method 
of storytelling — sometimes she'll use a 
book, sometimes not. But she likes to keep 
it lively. 

"People say I'm animated," Corbitt said. 
"I like to say I'm abandoned at times. I like 
the kids to take part whenever possible." 

She never knows how children will react 
to a tale, so Corbitt thinks carefully about 
each one. One time, for instance, she told 
her own children that she was the tooth fairy 
and it stuck. 

"All the evidence was there," said Cor- 
bitt, a resident of Indian River. "I asked 
them why was I always tired in the day and 
had lots of loose change in my pocket. It 
was because I was out working at night!" 

When she's not storytelling, Corbitt has a 
new passion: serving as a foster parent for 
rescue dogs. Though she has two small dogs 




already, she wanted to open her home to a 
larger one. Fostering for local animal rescue 
groups was the answer. Corbitt also volun- 
teers at the Norfolk SPCA. 

"It has opened up a whole new world for 
me," she said. "I feel like a man doing the 
job. I have to wrestle with them to get the 
leash on, getting body slammed all the 
while so I can take them out for exercise. 
By the time I'm done, I'm tired and dirty. I 
call it my 'prison ministry' for dogs." 

Corbitt is also a member of Animal Res- 
cue of Tidewater and the Norfolk Story 
League.

Inspired by an American Library 
Association and an A & E Network 
affiliation, Denise Walker and Cyn- 
thia Hart collaborated to create a 
display to showcase C. S. 
Forester's Horatio Hornblower aJ- 
venture novels at Virginia Beach 
Central Library. 

"The A & E Network was offer- 
ing some $1 ,000 prizes for the best 
displays, so we decided that we 
would like to offer a program that 
would showcase the books," said 
Hart, an information specialist at 
the library. 

"Often, any special program gen- 
erates a lot of business based on 
the fiction that it comes from." 

"We've noticed already since the 
programs have been on on Sunday 
night that we're having an increased 
amount of interest in the books and 
in the author," noted Walker, a ref- 
erence librarian. 

"They're really classic adventure 
fiction," Hart observed. "And we 
felt that people who don't know of 
them might want to take advantage 
of the books, come in, and read 
them." 

Hart and Walker put together a 
exhibit highlighting the Hornblow- 
er books and looked around to see 
who in the area might have addi- 
tional relevant material. In addi- 
tion, they generated a free family 
program for library patrons called 
"All Hands on Deck" as a tribute to 
Forester's Hornblower. 

Their entertaining, informative 
three-part program featured local 
songwriter Bob Zentz and local au- 
thors Julie and Richard Pouliot. 

During the first segment of the 
three-hour program, "On Board a 
Man O' War," Zentz presented 
anecdotes, stories and songs of 
sailors in the British Navy during 
the Napoleonic Wars. 



After a brief interval, Julie and 
Richard Pouliot, authors of Ship- 
wrecks on the Virginia Coast and 
the Men of the United States Life- 
saving Service, provided photos, 
charts, and details that focused on 
local 19th century shipwrecks. 

Following another brief intermis- 
sion, Zentz presented "Sailor's 
Songs," an engaging assortment of 
traditional sea chanteys, seafaring 
poetry, and tales of voyages and 
shipwrecks. 

"The sailors worked to songs in 
the days before steam came along, 
and the rhythm of the work that 
they did to make an old square 
rigged ship go, was definitely de- 
pendent upon the rhythms created 
by the chantey man singing these 
songs and the crew echoing back in 
certain parts," said Zentz. 

Zentz noted that the sailing crew 
was very much an international ag- 
gregate; men from, a multiplicity of 
cultures "heaved and hauled" to- 
gether to sail the tall ships. "Con- 
sequently, a lot of the cultures — 
the African influence, the Irish in- 
fluence — came together to make a 
genre of music that was particular- 
ly peculiar to the water and to the 
jobs that people did," he said. 

"When they went to sing ballads, 
like some of the things we did 
today.. .they stuck pretty close to a 
straight storyteller's format," noted 
Zentz. "I think, in a lot of ways, 
we learn a lot by listening to those 
songs." 

Zentz concluded his "informance" 
by promoting the Hornblower tele- 
vision series. Forester's books, and 
reading in general. 

"It's a very well done series," said 
Zentz. 

Al Chewning, a patron who at- 
tended the program, characterized 
the agenda for the afternoon as "in- 
formative and educational."

Warnstaff said that the City 
Council and School Board have 
made a commitment to repair, ren- 
ovate and replace the city's older 
infrastructure and has included 
funds in the budget for maintenance 
and renewal projects. 

Still, there is still a gap between 
what is needed for maintenance and 
what funding sources are available. 

The committee has recommended 
an expansion to include an invento- 
ry and assessment of all classes of 
city infrastructure of the Depart- 
ment of public works budget fore- 
casting program. This program an- 
alyzes the condition of road pave- 
ment and forecasts the annual bud- 
get requirement to maintain the 
city's roadway pavement at various 
service levels. 

Other recommendations are: 

■ Until the city has a compre- 
hensive inventory and assessment 
of the infrastructure, annual fund- 
ing for maintenance and repair 
should be based on the industry 
standard of 2 percent to 4 percent of 
the replacement value of the infras- 
tructure. 

■ A joint City Council/city staff 
committee should be created to ex- 
amine various funding alternatives 
and to recommend the best sources 
and mechanisms for maintaining 
the city infrastructure over the long 
term. The infrastructure committee 
is composed of two City Council 
members, and city and school staff. 
Included are councilmembers Mar- 
garet L. Eure and Nancy K. Parker. 
Warnstaff, David Grochmai, gener- 



al services; George N. Tavaras, 
public works, city attorney Leslie 
L. Lilley; Walter Kraemer, man- 
agement services, and Leslie L. 
Lilley, city attorney. 

Since Virginia Beach is a 
young city, the committee recom- 
mended that the needs are not as 
great and a goal of providing 2 per- 
cent of replacement value for in- 
frastructure maintenance would be 
appropriate. 

Virginia Beach has budgeted 
$94,937,557 for infrastructure 
maintenance repair which is 1.7 
percent of estimated replacement 
value. The proposed budget in- 
cludes $101,302,352 for mainte- 
nance and repair or 1.82 percent of 
replacement value. 

The committee estimates that in- 
creasing maintenance repair funding 
by approximately $1 million annu- 
ally compounded over 12 years, the 
goal of 2 percent can be achieved. 

Warnstaff recommended that the 
city not be too focused on that 2 
percent. which is an industry stan- 
dard. He said that the city may find 
it too high. 

Eure said that she found that Vir- 
ginia Beach was ahead of the curve 
and was delighted to be in the city 
of Virginia Beach. She said other 
cities would like to be in this 
city's position. 

Councilwoman Barbara Henley 
noted that the city was low on road 
and storm drainage maintenance. 
Henley said she gets more com- 
plaints about drainage than any- 
thing else. 



The committee stressed finding 
outside source by working with the 
Hampton Roads Planning District 
Commission (HRPDC) and the 
state General Assembly delegation 
to support more permanent and ade- 
quate state support for school, road- 
way and other infrastructure main- 
tenance and repair. 

Also recommended was working 
with HRPDC, the Virginia Mum 
ipal League and the Virginia Asso 
ciation of Counties, the Hampton 
Roads Chamber of Commerce and 
other groups to change the formu- 
la, increasing the state allocation of 
roadway maintenance funding per 
lane mile for the region. 

The reallocation of resources was 
also recommended. This would in- 
clude policies such as treating in- 
frastructure maintenance and repair 
costs as fixed costs for new pro- 
jects; developing a council policy 
establishing an infrastructure main 
tenance and repair funding target — 
meanwhile, approximately $1 mil- 
lion a year compounded over 12 
years should achieve this goal; 
studying the feasibility of an inter- 
nal service fund for administra- 
tive/municipal building operations, 
maintenance and repair and estab- 
lishing a rental fee for space users 
similar to the risk management or 
information technology internal 
service fund. 

Also, all new infrastructure pro- 
jects might be considered as candi- 
dates for privatization, outsourcing 
or public/private venture initiatives 
to reduce the public maintenance 
and repair requirements associated 
with new infrastructure

Looking out for General Lee

Any Civil War re-enactor worth 
his kepi knows that one can never 
really anticipate exactly when and 
where one might encounter one of 
the war's 
luminaries. 
As a 
Civil War 
re-enact- 
ment corre- 
spondent, I 
had the 
dual plea- 
sure of 
meeting 
General 
Robert E. 
Lee and Lt. 
Col. Walter 
mm — — — — — - Taylor, a 
By Bob Ruegsegger, member of 
columnist Lee's staff. 

This 

chance en- 
counter took place after a recent Battle 
of Mechanicsville re-enactment at 
Endview Plantation in Newport 
News. 

General Lee was portrayed by Bob 
Moates of Charlotte Court House and 
Lt. Col. Walter Taylor was portrayed 
by Owen Crump. 

I first spotted Moates, as General 
Lee, from a distance of about 25 
yards. I could have sworn that it was 
old "Marse Bob" himself. Rubbing 
my eyes, I moved closer. He looked 
as if he had just stepped out of a 
Mathew Brady photograph. For just 
an instant, I was lost in time — 1 862 
— to be exact. 

Finally, I snapped back into the 
20th century and asked the general if 
he would allow me to photograph 
him. After 1 vowed to be quicker than 
Brady, he magnanimously agreed 
and was solicitous enough to ask if I 
desired to pose with him for the photo. 
"Is butter and honey good on 
combread?" I responded. He didn't 
have to ask twice. 

After our business was concluded, 
the general most politely dismissed 
me. 

Indeed! General Lee had pressing 
military business to consider. How- 
ever, Taylor was able to spend a few 
additional minutes with me to relate 
some of his personal observations 
while serving on General Lee's staff. 
"I tell people that I've got the best 
job in the Confederate Army because 
the general keeps a hen that stays in 
his tent under his cot." 

That hen provides eggs for the 
general's breakfast, and she's his 
constant traveling companion. Lee 
refers to her as Henrietta. 

'That's probably one of the better 
kept secrets of the Confederate 
Army," laughed Taylor. 

General Lee's horse. Traveler, and 
'. -nrietta do not get along. They do 
n always see eye to eye on matters 
involving food. 

"He appeared, once or twice, when 
she would get on his back to be a little 
fl ustered," recalled Taylor "Henrietta 
usually rode in the wagon, and I think, 
that he thought that was a little too 
much," Taylor allowed. 

"Of course, she gets first pick of 
the corn, and Traveler gets a little 
jealous of that, you know," Taylor 
said. "I guess, he figured that if she 
got the first pick of the corn that she 
needed to walk on her own rather 
than ride," he added. 

Taylor counted his blessings. "I've 
been fortunate," he said. "Although 
I was there at Malvern Hill, I didn't 
actually participate in the battle. I 
was in reserve," he explained. "I did 
get in a little ruckus just outside of 
Richmond, a place called Seven 
Pines." 

He lowered his voice to almost a 
whisper because he didn't want it 
generally known that he was a rela- 
tive. General Lee. After all, the gen- 
eral was not supposed to "play favor- 
ites." 

"I was fortunate enough to have 
distantly related to the Lee family," 



the colonel confided. "Consequently, 
I think, that's why I ended up with the 
job I have," he admitted. 

The young colonel's mother, it 
seemed, wrote the general and re- 
quested the appointment of her 
"Walter" to General Lee's staff. 

"That's the way I understand it, " 
smiled Taylor. "She'll never admit 
it, but that's why I have the job that I 
have today," he said candidly. 

Taylor seemed content with his 
current station in life, but the young 
colonel has a eye to the future — to 
independence. "I look forward to 
it's my job to sec to General Lee's 
safety, health and comfort," said Tay- 
lor. 

"I see to it that his food is prepared 
and that his orders are dispersed," he 
explained. "I also receive officers 
into the camp and frequently write 
out verbal orders that I receive from 
him. 

"He simply does not have the time 
to write all of his orders," observed 
Taylor.

In addition, Taylor is charged with 
the selection of suitable sites for 
Lee's camp and the feeding and care 
of the general's horses. 

"General Lee would rather that we 
neglect him than to neglect a horse," 
confided Taylor. 

He insisted that he had experienced 
little difficulty in tending to the 
general's routine needy 

"Basically, it's pretty easy. He's a 
mellow-natured man," rcmarkedTay- 
lor candidly. "If he's got coffee early 
in the morning, his horse is well- 
tended, his bed is made, and his uni- 
form is cleaned and pressed, that's 
about it." 

At times. General Lee has tended 
to prepare his own meals although he 
is, strictly speaking, not obliged to do 
so. Upon occasion, he has also been 
known to perform a bit of manual 
labor. 

"Occasionally, you will actually 
see privates run up and say, 'General, 
you're not supposed to be doing that 
work,"' noted Taylor. "The general 
would look arou nd and say, 'Well, no 
one else was doing it,'" he recalled. 

"Thai's pretty typical of him," ob- 
served Taylor. "Keeping him happy 
is a pretty easy job." 

But the general was not with- 
out his preferences and prejudices. 

"He's awfully fond of fried 
chicken," said Taylor. "In fact, ru- 
mor has it that chickens roost real 
high when General Lee's staff comes 
around." 

"In the morning, he has good 
cornbread, fried eggs, and bacon," he 
said. "That's every day. He doesn't 
like his breakfast substituted at all. 

"Of course, that's a pretty easy 
breakfast to prepare," Taylor ac- 
knowledged. "Again, he's a man of 
modest taste and easy to please." 

"Although she's not here right 
now," observed Taylor, "most times 



being a part of the honor guard at the 
inauguration of President Lee," said 
Taylor. 

"If this thing goes in our favor," 
speculated Taylor, "I'm sure that the 
people of the South would immedi- 
ately attempt to elect him president." 

According to Taylor, the gen- 
eral has no political aspirations. While 
Lee probably would initially decline 
election as president, Taylor believes 
that ultimately the general's sense of 
duty would compel him to serve if 
elected. 

Although no man on his staff or in 
the Confederate Army would ever 
think of calling General Lee anything 
but "general," Lee, according to Tay- 
lor, thinks of himself as a colonel. 

lt was Lee's custom to wear the 
insignia of a colonel on his collar 
because he believed that he was never 
commissioned a general. 

"Although the title 'general' will 
never escape his name, he will al- 
ways see himself as a colonel," Tay- 
lor contended. 

Taylor has few doubts about the 
eventual triumph of the Confederate 
Army and the people of the South 
over the ignoble Federal aggressors. 

"There are very few Federals that 
I've had the chance to talk to. They 
seem to be totally confused about 
what they're fighting for," Taylor 
maintained. "The Southern soldier, 
on the other hand, knows that he is 
fighting a second revolution for inde- 
pendence." 

"I believe that the will to fight and 
the will to win is in our favor," said 
Taylor in earnest. 

Other than perhaps Traveler, the 
general's favorite mount, fewofLee's 
war time compatriots knew General 
Lee more intimately than did Lt. 
Colonel Walter Taylor. 

Speaking with Taylor about Gen- 
eral Lee is almost as good as getting 
the word straight from the horse's 
mouth. 

While Traveler proved to be an 
affable enough companion when 
General Lee was in the saddle, most 
members of the general's staff ac- 
knowledged that Traveler was some- 
what less than a brilliant conversa- 
tionalist.

■ Sound-deadening qualities of 
doors vary widely, but are key for 
rooms where privacy is important. 

■ Bedroom and kitchen doors 
should be fire-resistant. 

■ High-use doors should be extra 
durable and scratch-resistant. 

■ "If it's possible, slam the door 
to see how it sounds, because it's a 
sound you'll have to live with," 
Murray advises, "especially with 
kids." 

■ The busier the design of the 
door, the less there should be in the 
area of the door, and the larger that 
area should be.
